U n ited S ta te s S en ate. 
W ashington, January 8th.—Eustis offer­ 
ed a concurrent resolution regarding the 
recent call for $10,000.000 of bonds made by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, as follows: 
Herolrxl That iu the opinion of Congress said 
boude of 510,000,000, payable on the 1st of Feb­ 
ruary, 1886, should be paid in silver dollars, 
such payment being iu strict compliance with 
the existing law and in aid of the financial 
policy established by the legislation of Congress. 
Referred to Committee on Finances. 
Consideration of the Utah bill was re­ 
sumed, and Morgan again called attention 
to the 12th section, which provides for 
fourteen trustees to administer the prop­ 
erty, business affairs and operations of the 
corporation known as the “ Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints.” He 
wanted to know what their duties were to 
bo, and why the bill was silent as to their 
salaries. He demanded an answer from 
his fellow-members of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. . 
Edm unds replied that Morgan should 
have an answer. 
Morgan saw no authority in Congress to 
appoint trustees to manage a church busi­ 
ness. H e characterized such trustees as 
“ mugwump Mormons.” They would be 
occupied necessarily, he said, in promoting 
Mormonism, as he interpreted the bill un­ 
der consideration, lor the trustees wete tq 
exercise all the powers granted by the Ter­ 
ritorial laws creating the corporation. 
Edmunds replied that they had nothing 
whatever to do with church matters, or 
matters of faith, but only with property— 
to see that the church moneys, which were 
enormous, were not applied to the propa­ 
gation of polygamy. 
Not one-quarter of 
the Mormons, as Edmunds understood, 
had believed in polygamy. 
Teller inquired if the Mormon church 
moneys were now applied illegally—that 
is, in violation of the charter of that 
church ? 
Edm unds replied that he believed tliev 
were. 
Teller asked how. 
Edmunds answered: “ They arc used for 
the purpose of inducing and securing im ­ 
migration that may contribute to the lusts 
of ihose vagabonds.” 
Maxey supported the bill. 
He held that 
Mormonism was a mere, cover tor licen­ 
tiousness. H e thought the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee had discriminated with great skill 
between 
religious 
liberty 
and secular 
license. 
Call said we owed our liberties to free­ 
dom ot speech and worship. 
We were de­ 
parting from that ground when we passed 
such a bill as that under consideration. 
The Mormon has as much right to pro­ 
claim his faitli as “ the distinguished man 
who denies the divinity of Christ.” 
The 
reason why the Mormon religion had be­ 
come successful, he thought, was because 
of its great activity as a secular organiza­ 
tion. It had gone abroad over the earth, 
and drawn people from misery and poverty 
and brought them to take a land of plenty. 
It was no wonder, under such circum­ 
stances, that it had become successful. 
But these people could now he brought 
under the influence of Christian religion. 
The ministrations of that religion were 
sufficient to conquer Mormonism, and 
would do so more completely and happily 
than the bill before the Senate could. 
Some amendments offered by Call were 
voted down. 
As the bill was about to be brought to a 
vote, Morgan said its friends seemed de­ 
termined to press it without giving its op­ 
ponents a chance to study it. 
He again in­ 
quired as the salaries which the Commis­ 
sioners were to have. He did not want to 
send fourteen men out to Utah to " lo o t’' 
the Mormon Church. 
He had announced 
his determination to wipe this Church out 
and leave nothing of it but a name and an 
unholy memory, but had been met by a 
proposition iu this bill to perpetuate the 
Church. 
While the hill was or. its linal passage, 
Van Wyck endeavored to fix the duties of 
the iimposed fourteen Trustees upon the 
members of the present Utah Commission, 
but was ruled out of order. H e asked Ed­ 
munds whether he had any objection to 
such an amendment, to which that Senator 
answered tiiaU he lmd. The bill, having 
been brought t • a vote, was passed—ayes 
38. Dots 7—as follows :

W ashington, January Sth.—Lieutenant- 
General Sheridan, in conversation with a 
representative of the Association Press, to­ 
day. remarked, with reference h> his recent 
official visit to Arizona and the latest news 
concerning the Apaches : 411 have reason 
to believe that General Crook’s operations 
will result in the destruction of Geruniino’s 
baitd and the restoration of quiet in the 
region of the A {jache depredations, hut the 
work cannot he accomplished in a day. 
Now that General Crook has full swing, his 
tact and fearless energy will. I doubt not, 
bring about good results. 
He has all the 
troops he wants, and they are placed in the 
most advantageous 
position. 
Detach­ 
ments 
guard all 
the watering places, 
and patrols and scouting parties cover 
the entire area of thirty thousand square 
miles over which 
the 
savages have 
been operating. Every route which Í3 
practicable to white men is thus guarded. 
The failure to extirpate the band long ago 
is due to the wily instincts of an enemy 
so small in numbers that the methods of 
actual warfare cannot be employed with 
effect, and the nature of the country.

A short time ago we noticed 
that some one had raised seven anu a half 
to rs of potatoes on one acre of ground. The 
tomato item brings to mind a little arbor 
we saw across the river on John Devencin- 
zi’s ranch last summer. At either side of 
the entrance was a tom ato plant which ran 
up to the roof and hung half way down the 
other side. The arbor was about ten feet 
high, and the plant was probably from sev­ 
enteen to eighteen feet long. From the two 
vines the owner gathered fourteen bushels 
of tomatoes of the finest variety. California 
cannot compete with theCarson river coun­ 
try for vegetables and such, neither in qual­ 
ity. quantity nor size.

D e n v e r (Col.), January 8th.—The bliz­ 
zards in eastern Colorado, Kansas and Ne­ 
braska, which subsided Wednesday, and 
allowed the snow blockade to he raised, 
was renewed later Wednesday night with 
great vigor, demolishing telegraph wires 
for miles, refilling the cuts of the Santa 
he, Burlington, I nion and Kunsas Pacific 
roads with snow and sand, to such an ex­ 
tent that all travel was compelled to sus­ 
pend. 
Not a single train left Omaha or 
Kansas City for Denver yesterday. 
No 
trains have arrived front the East or de­ 
parted from here since Wednesday night, 
when the temperature of Colorado fell 
fourteen degrees between m idnight and 5 
o’clock. \ ery little snow has fallen during 
tiie storm. 
Iruxxieiisc numbers of cuttle 
have been driven from the north by tlie 
winds and drifting snow towards the Ar­ 
kansas river, where they will have to stop, 
as the river is not frozen so tliev can cross. 
No great loss is expected unless the cold 
continues two or three weeks. There is 
plenty of grass uncovered to keep them 
alive. To-day has been warm, and the 
snow is melting. The storm is thought to 
have reached its end. 


m o s t e x t e n s i v e b l iz z a r d i n y e a r s . 
Chicago, 
January 8th.—The blizzard 
raging at present throughout Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Dakota and Minnesota 
is declared to he of tlie widest extent and 
more fierce in character than has been 
known for years. All western trains are 
behind time, many have been snowed in 
and abandoned, and very little can be 
learned concerning them, or of the effects 
of the storm, owing to the blowing down 
of the telegraph poles and wires imd the 
stoppage of telegraphic communication. 
The temperature throughout Dakota is 
stated to be from 20° to 40° below, with a 
wild blizzard blowing. A telegram from 
Fargo says the thermometer registered 27° 
below at noon.

ability of a rich development in this or 
that particular mine. It was no uncom­ 
mon or unusual sight to see standing be­ 
fore the brokers' windows, on their way to 
and from school, groups of children— 
sandwiched in 
between 
liomy-handed 
miners and mining operators—scanning 
with eager eyes the stock quotations on the 
bulletin hoards. If the army of small 
children who were at that time stock­ 
holders in the great lode Could have been 
marshaled together, they would have num­ 
bered in the hundreds. Children became 
possessed of shares of mining stock in much 
the same manner and at the same times 
when it is customary to bestow gifts on the 
recurrence of birthday anniversaries, at 
Cfaristraastide, on New Year's day and 
when school promotions have been won by 
diligent application to study. The mania 
for dealing in stocks, which hail become a 
disease with the seniors, proved infectious 
as would small-pox, cholera, or malignant 
fevers; of course those of tender years to 
whom these presents were made contracted 
it. 
A CASE IS POINT. 
As a Christmas gift a well-known Com- 
stocker handed to his son a slip of paper 
reading : " I hold to your order 100 shares 
of Ophir.” Shortly after this Ophir began 
an upward march, and when nearly all 
others were expecting to see it climb still 
higher, the boy came in with the usual 
“ point,” and asked tobe allowed to sell 
his 100 shares.

TOUCHING APPEAL. 


T he Ile a f and D um b In stitu tion nt Cabra, 
Ire la n d . 
As the John J. Koe and one of the deaf 
mutes mentioned in the following article, 
clipped from the New York Star, are now 
in Sacramento, the institution referred to, 
and its work for muies, will be of interest 
to our readers: 
Few public charities appeal more forcibly 
to human sentiment and sympathy tliaii 
those intended for the education of deaf 
mutes. Boys and girls, otherwise physi­ 
cally strong would, but for the aid which 
these institutions give, be shut out from 
fellowship witli their kind, and deprived 
of the means of procuring livelihood, save 
to the extent of mere animal imitativeness. 
Thanks, however, to the persevering efforts 
of good .men and a systematic style of 
teaching, there is not any branch in me­ 
chanics, literature or art that is not open to 
the afflicted ones, and from the living evi­ 
dences we have seen, they are able to hold 
their own in competition with those !a- 
vorcd with the gift of tongues. Nor is 
there apparently any repining at their par­ 
ticular deprivation. When instructed, as 
they are, in the institutions referred to, the 
pupils seem to possess a joy of tbeir own— 
an ihner consciousness, as it were, which 
makes tiie absence of the powers they never 
possessed all the less to be regretted.* 
Among the institutions of this /class 
which challenge public commendation is 
tiiat at Cabra, near Dublin, under charge of 
the Christian Brothers and Dominican 
nuns. In this country we take pride in the 
philanthropic efforts for tiie easement of 
an afflicted class, but the testimony of 
home inspectors and tourists from abroad 
is uniform and unqualified in favor of the 
Home of St. Joseph and St. Mary’s at 
Cabra. American visitors have been unre­ 
served in praise, and now that praise will 
be afforded opportunity of assuming prac­ 
tical shape in tiie way of pecuniary support. 
Ireland, though rich in charitable intent, 
is poor in the worldly means necessary to 
give effect to the benevolent desires, and 
hence, with the approval and recommend­ 
ation of the Archbishops, Bishops and 
clergy of Ireland, and 
some 
of the 
best known and most zealous 
mem­ 
bers of the Roman Catholic laity, John 
J. itoe comes to the United Hiatos commis­ 
sioned by the Christian Brothers to make 
appeal for the charity. Knowing Mr. Roc 
well and long, we could well vouch for his 
zeal and single-heartedness in the good 
cause to which he has devoted a good life; 
but when he comes with such written tes­ 
timony as we have stated, and with a spe­ 
cial indorsement of Most Rev. Dr. Croke, 
Archbishop of Cashel, words of ours would 
be a surplusage. Mr. Roe is accompanied 
by two pupils of the Institute. These are 
trained respectively in the handicrafts of 
tailoring and shoemaking, but they will, at 
an almost imperceptible order by sign from 
their conductor, give evidence that in pen­ 
manship and drawing and other accom­ 
plishments the most ornamental studies 
are not overlooked. The appearance of the 
boys in physical condition is an attestation 
of the care taken of tiie inmates in material 
regards. We cordially commend Mr. Roe 
and his pupils to the generous attention of 
the American people. The Irish element 
in our iuidst will doubtless pay willing 
obedience to the recommendation of the 
Church authorities at home. 
TheCabra Institution was founded in the 
year 1846 for the maintenance and educa­ 
tion ol the deaf and dumb poor of Ireland. 
The male brancli of the institution is 
under immediate care of the Christian 
Brothers, and the female branch is in 
charge of Sisters of St. Dominic. 
Both 
communities devote their lives without fee 
or reward to the .teaching of the children. 
The number of pupils at present under in­ 
struction is 430 boys and girls. 
The aver­ 
age period spent in the institution is six 
years. After school hours the children are 
taught various trades, to enable them to 
become self-supporting. The trades taught 
are carpentry, tailoring, shoemaking, bak­ 
ing, harnessmaking, gardening, dressmak­ 
ing, embroidery and knitting; also draw­ 
ing and painting. 
Although there have been received into 
the institution since its opening more than 
2,000 deaf mutes, yet it is to be regretted 
that there still remain nearly 4.002 unedu­ 
cated, waiting, for want of funds, to be re­ 
lieved from their sad and helpless state of 
ignorance and misery. The institution re­ 
ceives no endowment or help from the 
Government toward the expenses of the 
430 inmates. In some cases the Boor Law 
Guardians pay a proportion of the ex­ 
penses, which the committee have to sup­ 
plement by £8 10s per annum in each case. 
To meet the outlay the committee have to 
depend on the voluntary contributions of 
the public. The cost of the establishment 
is over £10,000 per annum, and we earnestly 
hope that this new appeal from Ireland to 
America for so holy an undertaking will 
be as generously responded to as all that 
have preceded, and that the results will en­ 
able Mr. Roe to take to himseif the satis­ 
faction that his pious mission was not in 
vain.

A LIBERAL VIEW TAKEN OF THE 
QUESTION. 


M aking o f Hoodlnnis — Peeping at 
Two Sides o f a Vexatious Ques­ 
tion — Some Suggestions. 


E ds. R ecord- I n ¡on : When reasoning 
from another standpoint and some experi­ 
ence on botli sides of the Atlantic, I can­ 
not fully agree with your article headed 
" The Dynamite Scare in San Francisco,” 
in your issue of December 17th. Why the 
German socialist should be mode more 
heinous and offensive than the communist, 
who, not only by words, but by deeds, has 
shown the world what he is capable of 
carrying into execution when lie represents 
tiie guiding force, is more than ] can 
fathom. Judging from an impartial stand­ 
point, very little distinction can be made 
as regards nationality, since all advocate 
destruction of life and property in order to 
carry out the ideas entertained and hoped 
to be the best for the welfare of a nation. 
Great plots, however, are generally hatched 
in secresv, and not quite as openly as in 
the Han Francisco affair. 
It must be distinctly understood that 
this article is not written in favor of any 
particular nation, clique, party or grada­ 
tion in society, nor for any special locality, 
for much of it concerns not onlv California, 
but pretty much any State of this great re­ 
public. We must look at our troubles as 
we find them, and what we ourselves tol­ 
erate. Apply this to political, temperance, 
social and commercial privileges, it is 
nearly all our own creation ; or, if not, we 
tolerate it. Gradually the inconvenience 
has got a foothold, become strong; now 
destroy or eliminate it. That the people 
have a right, to do it ought not to be ques­ 
tioned. providing it does not come in con­ 
tact with civilization. Force may be ap­ 
plied when the Government of a Hiate or 
the country sanctions it. 
In regard to your socialist, he is fo be 
found in every large city of Europe and 
the United States of America, where ex­ 
treme wealth and extreme poverty are ever 
found in close proximity. 
He may be a 
pure native of this country, whose an­ 
cestors came from England or Holland, 
and yet think that we tolerate Kings and 
Emperors here; or men as private citizens 
with their immense riches can claim greater 
rights and privileges than many a poten­ 
tate of the older countries, and" that some 
of these representatives wield a greater 
force, influencing the happiness or unhap­ 
piness, or the welfare of human beings far 
more than a King. It shall be shown in 
what manner in this article. 
Here in California at present it is the 
Chinaman who is the main cause of all our 
stagnation in 
business 
and financial 
trouble, and yet the people of this State or 
coast are the main cause that the China­ 
man has become more numerous. 
Don’t 
deceive yourself. 
When the last Mongol 
has been driven off there still will be men 
out of employment, brought about by va­ 
rious causes. 
It must seem unjust to any 
one who has the power of reasoning to 
make the Chinese responsible for almost 
everything, and to treat them on the streets 
as of late they have been treated. 
If the 
Chinaman made one so-called hoodlum, 
the parents helped to make nine, and the 
little boy who stones the Chinaman on thc- 
street, and is not curbed by his parents, has 
most positively laid the foundation for a 
very lively hoodlum in the future. 
Can any one with common sense blame 
any human being when his or her condi­ 
tion is supposed to be bettered by emigrat­ 
ing to another country open to them ? Man 
is like a bee; when the material for honey 
is more abundant at a distance than near, 
they traverse the air further to get their 
supply, and the Chinaman does no more. 
Ami, by the way, have not many who rail 
against him so much done the very same 
thing? 
You invited him. for no one in the earlier 
days of California felt inclined to perform 
the labor of the yellow man. It frequently 
happened that the domestic of our owii 
race changed from servant to mistress, and 
the Chinaman had to be reinstalled. Then 
is there not an unreasonable prejudice ex­ 
isting among almost all American-born to 
serve others as domestics? But, remem­ 
ber, while this planet is inhabited by 
human beings, no matter in what direction 
civilization may advance, we still are com­ 
pelled to eat and drink, and that signifies 
preparation of food—someone h is to do it, 
be he or she white, black or yellow. There 
was also a prejudice exist!..g and enter­ 
tained by tiie opposite sex to performing any 
labor publicly, excepting the teaching of 
schools. A sort of disgrace was attached 
even to being employed at a store, although 
the brother of the girl may have performed 
almost any kind of labor, excepting wash­ 
ing dishes. But all this has changed. The 
girls are moie numerous; but, most of all, 
woman, thank God, is given some chance 
to work if she wants to, as in other coun­ 
tries, and it is for her benefit in the end. 
By gradually monopolizing various in­ 
dustries. which in other countries are per­ 
formed by women, the Chinaman wedged 
himself in, so it is at present difficult to dis­ 
lodge him at once without inflicting finan­ 
cial loss to his employers. 
In the mean lime the ignorant hea­ 
then (?), as he is frequently termed, be­ 
came a manufacturing force* himself, and 
what he produces lie is enabled, for 
reasons well known, to furnish at greaily 
reduced rates. 
As the inclination to buy 
cheap is almost as great as the law of 
gravitation. Hie Chinaman has the advan­ 
tage. At present he makes your shirts, 
boots, shoes, wearing apparel of every de­ 
scription and what not, but takes good care 
that none of the manufactured goods are 
used or placed upon his own person ; that 
the raw material must come from his own 
people is a matter of course. Whenever 
and wherever he can he takes all the money 
from the .vhite man and only returns what 
lie is forced to return. When be cooks 
your meals, a la American, he may prob­ 
ably when his work is completed, be seen 
in his own sphere, using chop-sticks and 
his own style of food. In fact, all his pro­ 
ductions for the white man does not in­ 
duce him to adopt his style of civilization. 
He mixes no more with the white man, 
from a social standpoint, than mercury or 
water, or oil and water. This alone ought 
to be sufficient to convince any intelligent 
person that this nation has nothing to gain 
but much to loose, financially and morally, 
by the greater introduction of this race,who 
are so numerous that thus far we have but 
a drop of the bucket of CUinadom. 
To be just, however, as a civilized nation 
should be, it will not do to ignore the labor 
performed by the Chinese. The man who 
cries now it were better had no China­ 
men 
ever done 
any labor 
here, 
is 
about 
as 
unreasonable as the 
man 
who will have it 
that it were 
bet­ 
ter had no gold been discovered in this 
State. The question is, Who would have 
been insane enough to traverse thousands 
of miles by water and land to cometo a 
comparatively unknown land? Many in­ 
dustries were started by the aid of China 
cheap labor, for wc had to compete wilh 
the cheaper labor of the Eastern States and 
Europe, which, unfortunately, is still the 
case. But having gained sufficient expe­ 
rience by this time, it ought to satisfy any 
one judging impartial that the white race 
must eventually be “ driven to the wall ” 
by the unseen numbers in the background, 
as well as their standard of civilization. 
That we have a right to remove them from 
our midst is a fair question; that we may 
remove them by unlawful and uncivilized 
acts, when loss of life and property is sus­ 
tained. is another question. The latter, one 
may venture to say, can hardly be carried 
out in the Capital of this State. While we 
condemn the heathen for his acts, it will 
not do to commit acts more heathenish. 
In other words, by violence nothing is 
gained in the end. The eyes of the world 
are upon us. 
But let me ask you, are there no other 
causes that create stagnation in business, 
or dull times? Is there not such a thing 
as overproduction? 
There are piles of 
treasures in metal and produce in the land, 
and yet extreme poverty meets you every­ 
where. 
Let us take, for instance, our noted mines 
in Nevada as an example. By the ravenous 
style adopted to extract it3 vast treasures 
they have been exhausted many, many 
years before their time. Instead of being 
properly protected, lik e similar mines in 


the older countries, by solid masonry, they 
were lightly protected by timber, which in 
less than thirty years will be thoroughly 
rotten, causing the destruction of the work, 
so that if any rich ore body still exists it 
cannot be extracted without inflicting 
financial loss. Similar mines have been 
worked about Freiberg, in Saxony, for.over 
400 years, and not worked out yet. How 
does 
it stand now with the 
mines 
as 
far 
as 
worked? 
Most 
of 
the 
miners 
have 
been 
discharged; 
few, 
if any, 
can 
claim much 
of worldly 
goods; but about a dozen 
men 
or 
less—some of whom never performed any 
labor of that sort—have it safely stowed 
away, inclusive of a very large share of 
gains filched from the producing class by 
stock trickery. Ask yourself if it would 
not have been better not only for the local­ 
ity where the mines are situated, but like­ 
wise for other localities, if these mines had 
been worked upon a slower but safer sys­ 
tem, giving constant employment for a 
great number of years? The goose was 
killed that lays the golden eggs, and unfor­ 
tunately the drones or workers haven’t got 
any eggs now. In the meantime the un­ 
employed had to find employment some­ 
where else. If a miner, make a tailor out 
of him at once. Apply this to your so- 
called hydraulic mining system, when car­ 
ried on extensively. Does the company 
who got enriched pension the miner ufter 
the debris is washed down and the precious 
metals are extracted? After devastation to 
the surlaeeand the safe putting away of the 
treasures, the white hydraulic miner stands 
upon no belter footing than the Nevada 
fellow, or even a Chinaman. That's ail 
very natural, however. 
The workman 
who finds fault would, if he were one of the 
company, do the same thing; for where is 
the man wiio does not want to be rich? If 
the country tolerates an undertaking why 
should^ lie not 
make 
money at the 
expense 
of 
coming 
generations 
as 
well 
as 
the 
next 
man ? 
Apply this system of reasoning to other 
matters creating disturbances in labor. 
Say a matt invents a machine by which 
the labor of twelve men is performed. 
Tiie question arises what shall be done 
with the eleven men trained a life-time to 
carry on a special work? Oh, they say, 
the displacement is equalized by employing 
equally as many men to manufacture the 
machines. 
Even if admitted (and it is 
doubtfui), there arc still eleven men, if 
shoemakers, they cannot be turned into 
machinists at once. 
If the invention 
promises to reap heaps of almighty dollars, 
the cranky inventor who was crazy over 
his machine half his life (?) may sell, or 
partly sell his invention to a stock com­ 
pany for a song, and after the inventor is 
“ frozen out” on the ¡fian of the mining 
sharps, the organized company makes mill­ 
ions out it by its luouoply. Why not; the 
business is perfectly legitimate and every­ 
thing is carried on according to law, and 
the country tolerate sit? In the meantime 
the inventor may have passed to the other 
side and been buried in a pauper's grave, 
precisely as the man who discovered the 
rich mining claim in another locality. 
Take our system of agriculture in this 
State, as ii was and exists at present. The 
large land-owuer, cultivating but cereals 
resides in the city, and after plowing Dame 
Nature looks favorably upon him, and 
consequently a Urge harvest is expected. 
Instruction 
is given 
*•> employ only 
white labor. 
Many of them áre the 
so-called 
tramps, 
owning their 
own 
blankets, as no beds are provided as in 
the older States. Fair wages are paid for a 
brief space of time, but (he tramps strike 
for higher wages, knowing full well that 
during the time their labor is in demand. 
After several unsuccessful attempts to 
procure white help the manager is com­ 
pelled to finish the work by Chinese labor. 
Can you blame the owner of the ranch, 
when next harvest he relies principally 
upon Chinamen ? On the other hand, judge 
not your tramps too severely, for society and 
our style of doing things made many a 
tramp. 
One of the striking tramps em­ 
ployed in this case ranked equal in intelli­ 
gence and education to the man who em­ 
ployed him, and there wTas a time when in 
wealth the land-owner was only his clerk. 
Fortune made the change. Man gave the 
downward man parting kicks, while the 
one ascending was welcomed by solicita­ 
tions and caresses. 
As to agriculture, are 
there not plenty of farmers who would, if 
they could, in the space of five years draw 
out the product of ten or twenty at the 
risk even ot making the land perfectly 
valueless? 
Why not, as long riches is 
gained in such a short time? 
The company honestly organized to build 
a certain railroad may not, when it is com­ 
pleted, be in possession of it. The real 
brain-worker, too, he who was employed 
to carry it into execution, or designed the 
road to pass over dangerous-Iooking preci­ 
pices and high mountains, has gone to his 
grave before his time, by overwork. He 
was no more than a paid menial in the 
end—and this land is full of those who do 
the work of the ones whose brains consist 
of plethoric pockets. 
In the meantime the expert speculator 
got control of the road. One man holds 
the largest shares of stock, and becomes 
the controlling force. What took years of 
labor to complete often by trickery one 
man acquires much below its value in a 
few hours. Upon his word and signature 
now depend thousands of workingmen 
with their families; let him be fair with 
his fellow-man, and some happiness is as­ 
sured to them. But men who acquired 
their great wealth in stock speculation 
would not be bothered greatly if so many 
men were thrown out of employment, pro­ 
viding so many more million's had been 
gained. Has not such a man power within 
his reach equalling more than any poten­ 
tate of Europe, excepting the Emperor of 
all Russia? And what he (the speculator) 
carries out we give him a right to do, and 
most of those he employs would do the 
same thing if they were capable. Admit 
that such a man has been successful, and 
in the space of ten years has heaped to­ 
gether fifty millions of dollars in this man­ 
ner, might there not be a few .in this coun­ 
try who may reason thus, that although 
they have worked hard the same time, in 
the end of that time by fair wages, little 
lias been gained. They need not be Social­ 
ists, and yet show envy, for man, like ani­ 
mals. are yet alike. Tiie dog out of a dozen 
enjoying a nice juicy bone will not, even if 
he worked hard during the night to watch 
his master's property, make the other dogs 
particularly happy by his enjoyment. Some 
dispute may arise; but give each dog a 
bone, even a li I tie one, and the trouble is 
set lied for the time. Are we much more? 
Ask a hungry man and hts family. 
Now, propound the question whether a 
limit should not be set in the future to 
speculation and wealth? 
Whether one 
man shall possess $200,000,000 and over, 
and probably not many rods off a whole 
family is starving. 
These are questions 
that must come up in the future. At present 
the middle class foots the bill, for they 
have no facilities to Ifide millions. 
The 
poor, or those having no taxable property, 
escape taxation, although their salary may 
equal the income of the man with some 
property. In the meantime the non-tax­ 
payer, should he remove io another local­ 
ity, is in sixty days permitted to vole upon 
matters which directly affects the taxpay­ 
er's pocket, which the millionaire desires 
to carry through for his own financial in­ 
terest. 
Is it fair, in such a case, that snch 
rights are given? 
W hat conld one, with 
such immense wealth, not carryout? 
Is 
the safety of the republic assured in the 
future, or would it not be safe to do a little 
trimming in time? In fact there is too 
much liberty in several direction?, some of 
which we will have to pay pretty dearly for 
in the future, even if stopped at once. 
The foreigners and natives or citizens of 
the United States who have taken np land 
comprising whole empires and kingdoms, 
have not purchased it for the benefit of 
the working class or the merchant. 
This 
country will be settled. Put a stop to these 
sorts of purchases, and more than all when 
covered by forests. 
While the rich man is condemned for his 
riches by working people, the investigator 
might point out that, although the worker 
may suffer, he has yet much to blame him­ 
self for if he remains helpless. 
By strict 
economy with the wage3 received, many 
men have put themselves above their fel- 
low-workers. One mail spends his time in 
the •* beer-house,” the other in the re­ 
spectable lodge or our libraries. It is easy 
to judge. If both enjoy health, how both 
stand financially at the end of the year. 
Many men and women in this country have 
had facilities to lay up some money for a 
rainy day ; but it ¡3 absolutely impossible 
for ¿orne people to keep money in their 
pockets—it must go. Who is to blame in 
such a case? Another thing: this country 
thus far offers nothing absolutely safe to 
the laboring class, so, after they have sacri­ 


ficed several times to the great “ Mogul, 
stock,” and been singed, they prefer their 
earnings to be used for enjoyment only. 
Some provision ought to be made by the 
Government in the future, by which the 
working class may invest small earnings at 
reasonable interest. And, call it socialistic 
or otherwise, in great stagnation of busi­ 
ness, when thousands of men and women 
a¡e out of employment, it may be wiser for 
that city or that Htate in snch extreme cases 
to furnish some employment in behalf of 
the city or State at reasonably low wages. 
If the writer reasons correctly, American 
working people will starve no more than 
others, even if overawed by bayonets for a 
while. If plenty is in the land, the hun­ 
gry will have some of it. 
The honest 
working man 
having 
a family would 
work, and if the beggar, who lives upon the 
community, will not work when in full 
health, [dace him somewhere where he is 
forced, as in other countries. 
Much more might be added very near 
home concerning the savings of the work­ 
ingmen, but it must eventually come to 
pass. A beginning has been made. In all 
of this the Chinaman has no direct hearing, 
and yet the pressure is felt, not only by the 
workingmen, but by others who are sup­ 
posed to work also sometimes, and longer 
hours at that, and this refers to not a few 
occupations, although not termed working­ 
men. The very millionaire the worker 
condemns was anything but idle to scrape 
his millions into one pile. And after it is 
accomplished is his brain labor ended when 
the^oiher fellows—and they are many—try 
every means to diminish his pile again? 
Probably the hardest worked man is the 
one who possesses millions, and he is ush­ 
ered out of this world frequently just as 
quick as the miner who falls to the lower 
levels when the sign is given, “ Here and 
no further.” His treasures still remain to 
causo happiness or unhappiness, as ap­ 
plied by the possessor.

T a k i n g Oil* H i d e s b y K l e c tr ic - it y . 
The introduction of improved labor- 
saving appliances in the slaughtering in­ 
dustry of the country has been so slow and 
of so unim portant a nature, that it is with 
a certain degree of satisfaction we record 
the invention of what the patentee calls an 
“ electricsiding knife,” for taking off'ani­ 
mal skins without injury to either the hide 
or carcass. The inventor is L. Newgass, 
who for a number of years has had charge 
of the Fairbank Canning Company’s im ­ 
mense slaughter house. The depreciation 
in value of hides, from what is known in 
the trade as scores, snips and cuts, is large. 
In other words, where a num ber of men 
arc employed by a large firm, it is impossi­ 
ble at al! times to get skilled and careful 
butchers, especially during the busy sea­ 
son, hence the num ber of damaged hides 
turned out annually by such a house as the 
Fairbank Canning Company, though small 
in proportion to the total amount shipped, 
is a sufficient loss (from dockage bv the 
buyers of hides) to make the new discovery 
one of great value. Further, we have n’o 
hesitancy in saying, from what we have 
seen of the “ electric siding knife,” that 
the value of hides will be increased from 
one-half to one cent a pound, as the tlesliv 
side is left as smooth and even as the inner 
side of a sheep’s pelt. The siding knife, 
like all good inventions, is simplicity itself, 
being virtually nothing more than ¿slight 
alteration of the Edison incandescent or 
arc light, with the glass bulb removed. 
The knife, in construction, resembles very 
much the receiver employed by the Tele­ 
phone Company, and like’ it, lias a double 
set of covered or insulated wires attached 
to the butt end of the handle, connecting 
through the body of same to the cutting, or 
more properly the burning edge or wire, 
which is composed of platinum! The cur­ 
rent is entirely under control of the butcher, 
who, uftÍT opening the hide in the usual 
way with an ordinary knife, turns on the 
current and commences removing the hide' 
with long quick sweeps of the sider. The 
principle is that of burning, as the platinum 
edge is brought to a n intense white heat, 
yet said edge is so arranged and protected 
with non-conducting shields, that it is im ­ 
possible to injure either the hide or the car­ 
cass ; in fact, the hide seems to be, as it 
were, torn or pulled off by some unex­ 
plained force of this 
wonderful agent, 
electricity, and further, it luis been demon­ 
strated beyond a doubt, that the moat holds 
its color better and longer, this being ac­ 
counted for by the fact tiiat the pores are 
closed up by the action of the current, 
which seems to leave a thin, transparent 
coating over the entire side; another ad­ 
vantage is. the beef after leaving (he chill 
room, never “sweats” or “weeps” as tinder 
the old system of taking off. The patent 
is controlled by the Fairbank Canning 
Company. [American Marketman.

The 
edition twenty years later dropped these 
spellings, and the present publishers of that 
work have put a second 1 in traveller and 
that clase of words. We stand nearer to 
the booksellers' 'edition of Johnson of about 
1SÜ0 than we did twenty or forty years ago. 
The people will not willingly purchase 
books or newspapers thus spel'led. They 
are too conservative. W hy do not the ed­ 
itors of the Library Journal and other inno­ 
vators see that this is the case ? The refor­ 
mation in Dutch spelling was only accom­ 
plished by a governmental edict, but no 
other modern language has been able to 
alter its customs. There are now four 
usual spellings of English that a proof­ 
reader must know. 
Webster marks the 
greatest difference from Johnson, while 
Worcester comes between. Besides these 
there is the office orthography, iu which 
the rules of the dictionaries have been 
modified for general usage of the composi­ 
tors. Shall a fifth spelling he introduced 
to make still greater trouble.—[The Book­ 
maker.

They were secluded in bed­ 
rooms of which the bed curtains, tester, 
tapestry, or wall bangings, were carefully 
chosen, so that there might be nothing in 
them to dazzle the eyes or awake gloomy 
thoughts in the mind. 
Figure subjects 
were not allowed on the tapestry. 
Eliza­ 
beth. Queen of Henry X II., retired on All­ 
hallows’ Eve, I486, to her chamber in 
W estminster. After mass and communion, 
for which the Earl of Salisbury held the 
towels, the corners cf which were embroid­ 
ered with gold, she was led to an ante­ 
room, where she waited under her cloth of 
estate (throne canopy) and partook of a 
void (refreshments). H er chamber was 
hung and ceiled with blue arras cloth with 
golden fleurs- ’e-lys on it. The pallet hud 
a canopy of velvet of many colors striped 
with gold, and garnished'w ith red roses. 
An altar was made, furnished with relics; ¡ 
a cupboard, the top shelf furnished with 
gold plate. She commended herself to the 
prayers of the lords, the chamberlain drew 
the curtains of the “ traverse” which 
parted off that portion of the room, and 
after that no m anner of officer came within 
the Queen’s chamber, but only ladies and 
gentlewomen after the old custom. 
The cradle of King Henry V. is pre­ 
served in Monmouth Castle. 
it is not un­ 
like the old cradle in South Kensington. 
It is a crib, paneled, swinging on two 
posts, one at each end, rudely carved into 
falcons. There is no half-tester over the 
head. 
The Elizabethan bed is still to be seen in 
many varieties. 
It stood under a canopy 
or tester, on four stout columns, two of 
which formed the framework of the bed 
head. Sometimes the actual bedstead was 
within the paneled inclosure, and could 
be drawn out and pushed back without 
disturbing so large u structure. 
It was de­ 
rived from the paneled bed of the Middle 
Ages, to which reference has been made. 
On the columns of the older beds were 
figures or half-figures of the four evange­ 
lists. 
Many beds made of oak for the 
English market were imported from Flan­ 
ders, the bed heads and feet composed of 
m any tiny open 
arches. 
Bed testers, 
finished with details representing hanging 
fringes and decorative detail borrowed from 
drapery, may generally be set down as of 
Flemish origin. English beds of this date 
are more massive and ruder in execution. 
Shaw’s “Ancient Furniture” contains an 
engraving of the great “bed of Ware,” in 
Hertfordshire. 
It is in the Tudor style, 
twelve feet square, and bears a date (but 
not authentic), 1460.—[Magazine of Art for 
January.

M e can't afford to take a paper that is doing its 
best to starve us aud deprive our children of an 
education. Our school closed last week, just 
because there were only four little ones left to 
attend.

These expressions serve to ilhistrate 
the necessity for adaption by the people of 
hydraulic mining sections to new condi­ 
tions. 
W e do not entertain the slightest 
feeling of ill-will toward the people the 
epistle 
represents. 
On 
the 
contrary 
they and all others similarly situated have 
our profoundest sympathy. 
W e 
have 
never, and never shall term them vandals 
nor robbers, or indulge in like vituperative 
expressions concerning them —there is no 
strength in such methods. 
\\ e recognize 
th e fact that the jteople of tiie mining sec­ 
tions, by reason of the long neglect of the 
8tate and Federal Ciovernment, have been 
perm itted to pursue a system of mining 
th a t until but recently, comparatively, 
they Itelieved to be wholly legitimate. We 
realize that they have invested heavily, 
have built homes and erected permanent 
improvements in the mountains, under the 
honest belief that they were justified in 
mining the gold from the earth after a 
long-accepted system, and which at least 
had the warrant of non-objection on the 
part of tin State and Federal Governments. 
If 
some of 
their later methods 
in 
resistance to the mandates of the law, 
and in avoidance of the solemn decrees of 
the < urt- into which they were sum­ 
moned for adjudication of their claim of 
right, have been harsh, harmful and alto­ 
gether indefensible, we believe the great 
heart of the f>eople of the valley still has 
sym pathy for them, while at the same time 
it refuses, and must always refuse, to coun­ 
tenance their illegal methods.

It is too late in the day for the moun­ 
tain people to discuss these matters of law. 
They have been settled by the highest tri­ 
bunals of the land. 
There remains hut 
one thing for the residents of the mining 
regions to do, and that is to obey the law 
and submit to the inevitable. It is not the 
question of what paper is for or against 
them. 
No just paper is either for or 
against them. 
Honest journalism is for 
the right, and the law, irrespective of its op­ 
eration ujxm this, that or the other jierson. 
Nothing our mountain neighbors can do 
will change the irrevocable decree that has 
been made in this matter. 
It is not their 
right to send down slickens and bowld­ 
ers ujion the valley lands, or to impede and 
work the destruction of the navigable 
rivers. 
If they can pursue hydraulic 
mining without these effects, and with­ 
out doing injury to 
material interests 
of the State, it is their right to do so, and 
the whole Sacramento valley will up 
hands and clap palms for joy, since it is 
to the interest of the valley people that 
their neighbors of the mountains and hills 
shall prosper and be happy. 
So much for the issue—no longer an 
issue. 
It remains for the people of the 
mountains to take good advice.

And do they really believe that 
certain of their local journals are sincere 
in thus advising them ? Cannot they-see 
that an ignoble self-interest actuates the 
counselor who seeks to stir up strife, and 
who deludes by encouraging vain hopes?

In July a boy was brought for treatm ent. 
An autopsy demonstrated that the dog 
that hud bitten him was mad.

was so hadlv wounded that the medical 
faculty decided death from hydrophobia 
would certainly ensue. 
The hoy was hit- 
ten July 4th ; on the 6th Pasteur, with 
Drs. Vulpian and G raueher inoculated 
the patient with virus fourteen days old. 
Each day once, some days twice, the boy 
was treated for ten days with diminishing 
virus, until the 16th lie received the most 
virulent m atter—only one day old. 
It was 
found by exjieriments on rabbits, that the 
virus used the first five days, was not viru­ 
lent. The boy escaped rabies and his 
health remains excellent. 
October 14th 
Jean Baptiste Jupille, a shepherd hoy, 
threw 
himself 
before a mad dog 
to 
protect a group of six children. 
lie 
throttled 
the animal and 
lieat 
him 
to death with the heel of his shoe. 
H e 
was fearfully wounded. 
October 20th he 
was brought to Pasteur, who treated him. 
He recovered, as did four others treated 
subsequently. 
The physicians 
decided 
that 
the 
virus 
in 
Jupilie’s 
wounds 
had not on the sixth day left the locality 
and ascended toward the brain. 
Pasteur’s explanation of the philosophy 
of his great discovery is, that the virus 
acts slowly; that inoculation makes the 
body refractory to it, and thus the poison 
of the wound remains localized and after 
some months is digested and thrown off 
because it is prevented from reaching the 
brain. 
The preventive quality of the in ­ 
oculation exists 
for 
a 
year and 
a 
half, 
and 
as 
the 
minimum 
of 
to­ 
tal 
inoculation 
with the virus 
from 
the wound 
is thirty days, the whole 
question, explains Pasteur to a reporter of 
the London Times, consists in inoculating 
the patient soon enough to prevent the 
propagation of the virus through the 
wound from spreading. 
Well m ight M. V ulpian exclaim before 
the Academy with proud enthusiasm, that 
Pasteur’s discovery “ affixes the seal to the 
glory of our illustrious 
associate, and 
sheds an incomparable luster upon our 
dear country.’’ 


THE STORY OF PASTEUR. 


The year 18S5 will he distinguished in 
the march of the ages with especial promi­ 
nence, because it gave birth to the won­ 
derful discovery of Pasteur, which the un­ 
selfishness of a true scientist has given 
freely to argument the sum of human 
knowledge, and lessen the sum of human 
misery. 
In the fact that a corporation lias just 
been formed in New York to establish an 
institute and hospital for the Pasteurian 
treatm ent of hydrophobia, the story of 
the great discoverer, as told by himself, Ls 
invested with profounder interest. 
In Oc­ 
tober last he modestly related to the 
French Academy how it all came about, 
as the result of long and lalxirious investi­ 
gation. 
He first treated twenty dogs, fix­ 
ing finally on fifteen that had been made 
proof against rabies. 
He then resorted to 
more virulent inoculation, keepiug the 
dogs under observation beyond the period 
ol incubation of the disease— three or four 
months. To accommodate the application 
of the method of contingencies growing 
out of the accidental or sudden character 
of the bites of rabid animals, he had to 
adopt more rapid methods—that is, he re­ 
solved to reduce the system to its briefest 
possible period of D eration. 
By the trepanning under the dura mater 
of a rabbit, with the marrow of a rabid 
dog, he produced rabies in a mean of fifteen 
days. 
By passing the virus to a second, 
a third and fourth rabbit, and so on, the 
Period of the incubation of the disease 
was lessened. 
Twenty-five diminutions 
trought it down to a period of seven days. 
He spent no less than three years in reach­ 
ing this point. 
H e proved that by passing 
the virus on from one rabbit to another, 
one can have reliable virus at one’s dispo­ 
sition constantly. 
In dry air it slowly 
loses its |>ower; in moist carbonic acid and 
protected from the air, it will last some 
months. 
H e next proceeded Ip insure a 
dog by successive daily inoculations with 
sterilized broth of increasing strength in 
which had l-een soaked pieces of infected 
marrow secured in a flask, the air being 
kept dry by potash in the bottom. 
He 
continued the 
applications until 
only 
two days old. 
Out of fifty dogs treated 
last spring there was not one failure. 
In the self-assurance that he had found 


T REVELATIONS OF GEORGE ELIOT. 


One rises from the completed reading of 
the life, letters and journals of George 
Eliot—now before the American public for 
about a year—with the conviction that 
only by such insight into the motives and 
inner life of great literary men and women 
can a perfect estimate of their mental 
depth he formed. 
The impression is cer­ 
tainly made upon our mind, so forcibly as 
not to be easily removed, that in the case 
of Mrs. Cross no full measure of her intel­ 
lect can he taken until the pages written 
not for the public eve, have been read. 
Here the curtain is withdrawn from the 
soul in its unguarded moments, and we 
look in upon its self-communings and lay 
bare the introspection which she so con­ 
stantly practiced. I ier letters and journals 
are self-criticisms, and enable us better 
than hv any other study of her writings to 
understand what she meant when slie de­ 
clared that for such tru th as was in her the 
world should not go athirst. 
These jour­ 
nals are the sell-defensos of the creator of 
George Eliot’s wisdom and •marvelous 
beauty of thought, and thus become reve­ 
lations gemmed with aphoristic brilliancy 
not surpassed by any one, or all of her 
studied works, sent 
out to the world 
armed 
against 
its 
assaults 
and 
in­ 
viting its sym pathetic 
embraces. 
We 
understand more clearly from these post 
mortem 
testimonies the motive 
forces 
of 
the 
life 
that 
turned 
“ past 
despondency 
to 
present 
hopefulness.” 
The 
fullness of 
her 
meaning 
that 
“ all indulgence of sadness th at has the 
slightest tincture of discontent is a grave 
delinquency” is laid bare. 
It becomes an 
exposition of the courage of a soul that 
could face a world justified in condemna­ 
tion, and in defense cry out, I am working 
hard to provide for others better than I 
provide for myself. 
In the calm consider­ 
ation of this character, that can be given 
best after its activity has ceased, we need 
just such revelations as these journals sup­ 
ply. They give us to understand the depth 
and sincerity of this harvester of thought, 
who held that “ this is a world of bliss 
and beauty—th at these are the ends, the 
tendency of creation ;” and that “ evils are 
the shadows that arc the only conditions 
of light in the picture.” 
And this from a 
life so full of physical suffering, and that 
so invited the world’s censure. 
It is cer­ 
tain that these revelations of one of the 
most difficult lives to fathom that has 
given strength to the literature of the age, 
have not yet Iieen so read as they will he. 
Though now a year before the public the 
springs of beauty and depths of thought 
they contain 
have 
not been wholly 
sounded. 
Nor will they be, since they 
will remain in English literature topics 
for divergence of honest interpretation, 
upon which, however, there will continue 
unanimity of opinion on one point, that 
this being felt keenly for its fellow-bcings, 
and that its life effort was bent to “ the 
rousing of the nobler emotions.” 


THE PRESIDENT 
ANGRY. 


It should not surprise any one that the 
President grows angry over the “ lies of 
the newspapers of the day.” 
The dis­ 
patches say that he is very wroth at the con­ 
stant instances presented to his observation 
of character assaulted and reputations as­ 
sailed by the press on the flimsiest pre­ 
tenses, and a letter is given from him in 
which he scores the press unmercifully. 
I,et us be entirely honest with ourselves. 
Is it not true that the news avenues of the 
day are crowded constantly with stories, 
suspicions, innuendos and conjectures of the 
most damaging kind concerning public 
men. which have not sufficient basis of 
verity to warrant their reception in the 
trial of a dog case before a cross roads Ju s­ 
tice ? The New York Sun thinks that the 
President in his anger has said more than 
he intended, when he declared that there 
never was a time when newspaper lving 
was so general or so mean as at present, and 
that there never was a country where it 


language, to be sure, but that there is some­ 
thing of truth in it will scarcely be denied 
by honest journals. 
In the columns de­ 
voted to expressions of «pinion and the 
discussion of public topics v s believe there 
is, with here and there an exception, as 
high a standard of truth and fair dealing 
as in other vocations. The editorial column, 
as a rule, is upon a high moral plane. Gen­ 
erally, the known reporters of the country 
make their columns reflect the truth as 
closely as it is jtossihle to get at it, 
and 
there 
is no class of workers in 
all the length 
and 
breadth 
of 
the 
land who are more ready to right error, 
correct a wrong, or to do even-handed 
justice. Their very success depends upon 
it. 
Their views of men incline them to 
he charitable and kindly. 
Their experi­ 
ence teaches them the liability of man to 
err, and the grievous wrong of misrepre­ 
sentation. 
But when we go outside these 
two departments of the daily paper and 
come to the “ confidential Washington cor­ 
respondent, 
the unknown news-gatherers 
in ten thousand places in the land, the po­ 
litical pensioners here and there who carry 
news to the general mill that grinds it out 
for telegraphic transm ission; when we 
come, in short, to the dispatches that in­ 
dulge in scandals, and rumors, and hints, 
and conjectures, and “ it is saids,” we con­ 
fess that there is reached a plane where 
there is any amount of wrong doing, cbi- 
chane, misrepresentation and lying. 
The 
man is a careless reader who peruses the 
daily news dispatches and does not arrive 
at this conclusion. 
In a degree, the edi­ 
torial columns of a number of papers de­ 
voted to the interests of particular schemes, 
and the advancement or destruction of 
personal ambitions, do seize upon these 
news dispatches as excuses for indulging 
in mendacious statements, innuendoes, and 
conclusions. 
A few do originate lies in 
their columns of expression, and make 
them vehicles for assault upon character 
w ithout that knowledge of guilt in the 
party charged that should form the basis 
for all accusation. 
But these are the ex­ 
ceptions. 
The press of the country can 
afford to face the music, and give its at­ 
tention to the need for reform in its own 
ranks. 
It is as true to-day, as at any time 
in the past when H olland never tired of 
enunciating it. that in the endeavor of the 
papers to out-do each other in the so- 
called spirit of “ enterprise,” there is not 
only a confusion of values as to what is 
news, hut a disregard of the responsibili­ 
ties of high-minded journalism in the 
m atter of news publishing.

The volumes are 
very 
handsomely 
and 
substantially 
bound, and are superhlv illustrated with 
full-page engravings. A biographical work, 
in which the subjects are treated by a great 
num ber of writers, possesses the higher 
value of varied expression and views of 
the life work of eminent persons from 
different critical standpoints. The women 
who have made their mark in philan­ 
thropic work, literature, art, politics and 
science have been 
more prom inent in 
America than in any other land in modern 
times. The limitless field for endeavor in 
this republic, the freedom accorded woman 
under our system, and the cliivalrie senti­ 
ment characteristic of the men of America, 
all contribute to this as a result of our 
growth and progression. 
It is significant 
of the unrepressive 
character of the 
American 
social and 
intellectual 
at­ 
mospheres, 
that 
women 
here 
have 
attained such rank in letters, music, art, 
science and politics as those whose biog­ 
raphies are given in this volume. The per­ 
sonality of these pages embraces such char­ 
acters as Louisa M. Alcott. Susan B. An­ 
thony, Frances Hodgson Burnett, Char­ 
lotte Cushman, Lydia Maria Child, Clara 
Louise Kellogg. Mary A. Livermore. Fran­ 
ces E W illard, Louise Chandler Moulton, 
Marion Harland, Lucretia Mott, the Drs. 
Blackwell, Mary L. Booth, Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, Elizabeth Prentiss, Mary Mapes 
Dodge, Mrs. A. D. T. W hitney and others. 
The biographies, so far as we have been 
able at this writing to read them, are writ­ 
ten with a good deal of the enthusiasm of 
warm appreciation, but not without that 
critical 
and 
analytical 
care and dis­ 
crimination necessary to judicial 
esti­ 
mates of hum an 
churacter 
and 
the 
fathoming of 
human 
motives. 
Very 
materially such 
papers take us in it 
broad degree into the history of some of 
the great movements ami reforms of the 
age, notably that of the abolition of slavery, 
and the prosecution of the cause for the 
enlargement of woman s political rights. 
They also give us an insight into the liter­ 
ary lives of some of the leading teruale 
writers of the day. their methods of accom­ 
plishment, and likewise give us glimpses 
of the relation of women in America to 
higher education. 
As a whole it is a desir­ 
able book, and will do much to enlarge the 
estimate in which the literary and reform- 
working women of America are held. 
Charles Howard Shinn, manager of the 
“ Overland M onthly,” and a well-known 
and accomplished California writer, jour- 
na’ist and scholar, is the author of an 
octavo volume that is published bv Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, entitled “ Mining' Tamps : 
a Study in American Froniier Govern­ 
ments.” The work was begun and com­ 
pleted while Mr. Shinn was a student at 
Johns H opkins University, Baltimore. 
It 
testifies to a high degree of ability in a line 
that 
is 
not largely pursued" that 
of 
inquiry into the spirit genesis, and re­ 
sults of the efforts of the American 
pioneer to introduce into our new regions 
modern forms of government. The vol­ 
ume 
treats 
extendedly 
of 
ancient, 
m edieval 
and 
modern 
milling 
laws, 
and 
the 
social 
and 
political 
life 
of 
mining 
camps, 
while it docs 
not 
aim to enter upon legal disquisition, or into 
historical research of mining itself in 
America. 
It is rather, as he claims for it. a 
study of mining camp commonwealths in 
the '■ West ” of our country, and the influ­ 
ence they have exerted upon the nation 
and all its communities. Such a study na­ 
turally led him to consideration of tiie 
personal forces in American pioneer so­ 
ciety, and the qualities that entered into 
the cliaracter-composition of the hardy 
men and women who have broken the way 
for the advance of American civilization 


and institutions. It is at once seen that, of 
necesssity, he m ust inquire into the Span­ 
ish town governmentsystems as represented 
on our continent; iuto the system of 
pueblos, the Pacific coast “ Missions,” the 
Spanish-Ameriean system of government, 
and the administrators and dispensers of 
authority under such systems, the in­ 
novations 
of 
the 
American 
people 
upon 
the 
same, 
the 
modifications 
they 
underwent, 
and 
the 
absorp­ 
tions 
they suffered. 
These 
lines of 
inquiry he has pursued with great dili­ 
gence. 
But it must not he assumed that he 
has done so exhaustively, since not one nor 
half a dozen volumes of this kind would 
contain the results of an effort of that 
kind. On the contrary, his chapters are 
lather broad general views, and the record 
of general results broadly stated and trav­ 
ersing the whole subject sufficiently to give 
the rentier a clear view of systems, without 
loading down the work with details. The 
volume is one of high value. 
Its diction is 
pure, the style easy and graceful, the his­ 
torical narrative concise and rapid. Natur­ 
ally the book treats more of California than 
of other regions, since here the author 
found the most fruitful fields. Mr. Shinn's 
work fills an im portant niche in American 
history. The volume is published by Chas. 
Scribner’s Sons, New York. 
From Fords, Howard & Hulbert. New 
York, we have the monograph “ Evolu­ 
tion and Religion,” by Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher. 
W hile it is properly styled a 
monograph, yet the essay is a series of 
seven papers or sermons by Mr. Beecher, 
discussing the bearings of evolutionary 
philosophy on the fundamental doctrines 
of evangelical religion. Th estimates of 
Mr. Beecher as a theologian are many and 
dissimilar, but there is no difference of 
opinion whatever respecting the vigor and 
boldness of his utterances. 
Religionists 
and scientists will disagree as to the pro­ 
gressive 
character 
of 
his 
doctrines, 
however. 
Orthodoxy 
will 
be 
of 
one 
mind 
in 
considering him 
an 
assailant. 
Perhaps 
no 
better concise 
statement of his own estimate of his stand­ 
point can he made than that with which he 
himself introduces this compact pamphlet, 
lie says ; 
“ The universal physical tact of 
evolution, which a widely accepted philos­ 
ophy of our day postulates as a theory of 
the Divine method of creation, is one which 
so naturally and simply fits many a puz­ 
zling lock, that it is gratefully seized by 
many who seem to themselves to have 
been shut out from hope and from the 
truth. For tnvself. while finding no need 
of changing my idea of the Divine person­ 
ality because of new lig ht upon His mode 
of working, I have hailed the evolutionary 
philosophy with joy. Some of the applica­ 
tions of its principles to the line of devel­ 
opment I have to reject; others, though not 
proven—and in the present slate of scien­ 
tific knowledge perhaps not even prov­ 
able— I accept as probable; but the under 
lying truth, as a law of nature (that is, a 
regular method of the divine action), 1 ac 
cept and use and thank God for i t !

mulation of fact, and marvelous intuitions 
of reason, aud luminous exposition of

And that it will 
furnish—nay, is already bringing—to the 
aid of religious truth as set forth in the life 
and teachings of Jesus Christ a new and 
powerful aid, fully in line with other 
marked developments of God's providence 
in this His world, I fervently believe.” 
From C. 3. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have Edm und Clarence Stedman's “ Poets 
of America.” 
It is from the press of 
Houghton, Mifflin A Co.. and sells at *2 25. 
Mr. Stedman's 
“ Victorian Poets,” ten 
years ago, achieved great success, and as a 
critic placed him more prominently among 
reviewers than any other modern poetical 
critic. The present volume is an adm ir­ 
able production, ami stands level with that 
just named. His method of treatment is 
strikingly original, and its result gives in 
an encyclopedic form a compact library of 
literary information of exceeding value. 
The authors reviewed are altogether too 
numerous for recapitulation here. 
The 
sweep of the review takes in every Am eri­ 
can poet of any considerable fame what­ 
ever. 
The purpose of Mr. Stedman 
has been—and

has succeeded—to 
make his studies of American poetry and 
song as comprehensive as possible, within 
due bounds. 
He lias adopted the plan ot 
approaching the subject of each from his 
own ground, and to comprehend the mo­ 
tive of each poet and judge him at his best, 
and thus determine where lie has failed of 
his standard and of the true spirit of ideal 
exj ression. This, as he rightlv claims, 
makes the review both critical and sympa­ 
thetic, and, we add, is the proper position 
for the reviewer to lake who is solicitous to 
be just rather than fault-finding.

E n jo y e d F u n . 
J. W. Womble, one of the Anti-Coolie 
League Club Presidents of San Francis­ 
co, addressed a meeting of the League 
on Thursday night, in which he en­ 
deavored to vindicate himself from certain 
accusations as to want of character. 
It 
seems that he was a resident of Sacra­ 
mento when a boy, and many now living 
here are willing to acknowledge the cor­ 
rectness of that portion of his remarks 
which refers to his “ toughness.” Accord­ 
ing to his own account he was not so evil- 
dispositioned as he was queer; lie had a 
singular idea of what constituted fun. This 
is what he says; “ When I was a boy vou 
bet your life I was a young hellion. Í was 
just as tough as they made 'em. All the 
policemen in Sacramento knew me. and 
don’t you forget i t ; but I never stole no 
chickens. Now about that chicken racket. 
When I was about 14 I was just full of 
devilish meanness, hut it was just bov fun. 
I 'd be walking along, and may be if I’d see 
a chicken, and I had a stick in mv hand, 
I’d break its legs or hit it with a brick, or 
something of that kind, hut I wouldn’t 
take it away, I'd just leave it there. 
I just 
did it for fun. Well, a neighbor went to 
ray father and got him to send me to the 
Reform School, because he couldn't do 
anything with'me. I made a record in the 
Reform School as was never beat bv any 
boy that ever came out ,of that school. 
5\ by. the last eleven months I served as 
chief of the police in the institute. The 
first thing I ever stole in my life it was the 
policeman that made the'charge against 
me in Sacramento that got me to do it. He 
got he to steal tobacco from my father and 
give it to him when he was driving a 
dump-wagon ; but that was all rever stole. 
And afterward he wanted to get at me be­ 
cause he killed the Poundkeeper with a 
brick, and I was the only one that saw him 
do it. 
Inasmuch as there never was a 
Sacramento Poundkeeper killed with a 
brick, Mr. Womble's statements may de­ 
serve to have a shadow of doubt thrown 
over them. 
It is also a little disastrous to Mr. Wom­ 
ble's claim that he never stole anything 
except a little tobacco from Ms father, that 
he should have testiried in the Sacramento 
Police Court May 4. 1SC5, in the case of A. 
Polese, charged 
with 
receiving 
stolen 
goods, that he 
Womble) had stolen and 
sold chickens to the defendant frequently 
including some black Spanish fowls be­ 
longing to Frank Powell; and that he 
should go on to give the names of the boys 
who also stole chickens, and give the de­ 
tails of the thefts.

The Citrus Fair. 
On Monday next the citrus fair opens in 
this city, in the Arcade building, Second 
street, between J and K. The front and 
interior of the building has been trimmed 
with palm leaves, giving a fine tropical ap­ 
pearance. The building is large, and gives 
an excellent opportunity for a display of 
citrus fruits. The western wing will be 
occupied by Yuba, Butte and Placer coun­ 
ties, each of which will be represented by 
such a wonderful display of citrus fruits 
that visitors will be astonished, and the 
natives themselves surprised, at the quality, 
quantity and variety. For the last two days 
exhibits have been arriving on almost every 
train that came in from northern and cen­ 
tral California, and the managers already 
begin to exclaim, “ What are we going to 
do with it?” The Horticultural Hall of 
the State exposition building would be none 
too large to hold this immense display of 
citrus fruit, which now bids fair to excel 
anything of the kind ever attempted on 
this coast or in the United States. The 
extent and value of the citrus crop in the 
section which will be represented, was 
never dreamed of, and one of the greatest 
resources we have has apparently sprung 
up and claimed its supremacy as "if by 
the touch of a magic wand. The orange 
grove3 of i,os Angeles, San Gabriel and 
Florida cannot at this early season of the 
year make such an excellent showing, and 
at no season 
can produce such finely 
flavored fruit, grown without irrigation. 
That this citru* fair will be productive of 
much-good, so far as showing the possibili­ 
ties of our soil and climate, is a foregone 
conclusion, and is the beginning of what 
will become an annual exposition, that will 
grow with years, and will eventually cause 
all those who wish to profit in citrus cult­ 
ure to engage in that pursuit in this section. 
The immigrant who comes down from the 
drifting snows of the Sierras in a few brief 
hours, and walks into this semi-tropical 
exhibition, will experience a transition al­ 
most beyond his conception. 
This atterm>on at 3 o'clock there will be 
a meeting of the Executive Committee at 
the office of Charles R. Parsons. 
It will he 
the last meeting before tlie opening of the 
fai r, and every member is expected to be 
present. 
On Friday next the Executive Committee 
have decided to have what they call San 
Francisco day. On that day a cordial in­ 
vitation is extended to all the good people 
of the bay cities to be present, and they 
will be admitted free. It will be worth the 
while of everyone, who can spare the time, 
to visit the pavilion. 
L. M. Holt, of Riverside, and editor of 
the Press and Horticulturist, will also be 
present and make an extensive exhibit of 
citrus fruits grown in that section. 


C o n fe re n c e w ith S a lv a tio n A rm y O fficer» . 
Yesterday the City Attorney and Chief 
of Police sent for the Captain of the Salva­ 
tion Army, with a view o f consulting 
upon the propriety ol discontinuing the 
Army’s street parades. 
Agreeable to ap­ 
pointment Miss M. J. Ross. Captain, and 
Miss L. A. Kiefort, Lieutenant, called at 
the office of the City Attorney, and the trio 
were soon joined by Chief Jackson. 
It was 
suggested to the zealous workers in the 
cause of religion that perhaps much more 
service could be done by deferring tlie street 
parades ; that these only brought together 
a class dangerous 
to" themselves 
as 
well as to the community ; that there are 
many desperate and disreputable persons 
who are induced by the display to follow 
the army and create disorder, which at any 
moment might iesult in injury to person or 
property, thus making the city responsible 
in damages. It was also shown to the 
ladies that many citizens are complaining 
of the disturbances created by the noise of 
the crowds that congregate at the street- 
corner services, and which follow them 
around the streets. The law relating to 
such disturbances was read, with a sug­ 
gestion as to the rights of citizens to enjoy 
peace and quiet, and that no person or as­ 
semblage of persons had any right to inter­ 
fere with the comfortable enjoyment of 
life and property by any considerable num­ 
ber of citizens, 
it was particularly im ­ 
pressed upon them that at least for the 
present their street demonstrations should 
be discontinued. Otherwise, some very 
serious trouble might grow out of them, 
which their work could in no wise com­ 
pensate for. Captain Ross was firm in the 
belief that great good was being done by 
the street parades, and that many souls 
were being saved. And when the City 
Attorney suggested to her that someone 
might get injured or killed in these dem­ 
onstrations, she replied ; 
“ What does that 
matter if w.e save one soul from hell ?’’ 
After exchanging views upon this matter, 
the Captain and Lieutenant said: 
“ We 
will go home and pray upon the subject, 
and if God advises us to give up the street 
parades we will do itl” 
Thev seemed, 
however, 
to 
think 
that 
God 
was 
with 
them, 
and 
that 
the 
parades 
would 
continue. 
The 
City 
Attorney 
told 
them 
that 
they must take the 
consequencts of any future disturbances 
upon account of their parades ; that the ad­ 
vice was meant in a good spirit, and for 
the best interests of all concerned. 
Last 
evening the army did not parade.

A BOTTOMLESS LAKE IN THE CRA­ 


TER OF A VOLCANO. 


I'ien ick in g in M exico—P ach n ca and 
Its E nvirons—P leasure-S eek- 
ia th e Tropics. 


(S pecial C orrespondence o f th e R eoobd-Ukiok.] 
M e x ic o , December 31, 1385. 
The most favorable time for m aking a 
journey into the southern State of Michoa- 
can is during tbe season of midwinter at 
the north—a delightful portion of the year 
here, with no appearance of cold or de­ 
cadence of fruit and flowers, but with com­ 
parative im m unity from yellow lever in 
the infected districts. 
In a day’s time one 
m ay go from the City of Mexico to Miehoa- 
Can’s capital, Morelia, leaving early in the 
morning, via the Mexican Railway, and 
reaching the latter city late in the evening. 
B ut we will take the journey leisurely, 
spending a week or two en transit, tarrying 
a t the various points of interest along the 
way, as fancy dictates. 
As an engineering feat, and for beauty of 
scenery, this trip is second only to that cel­ 
ebrated sixty miles on the Mexican road 
leading to Vera Cruz. Throughout all its 
course this American railway, called the 
Mexican National, can hardly be surpassed 
for grand and beautiful scenery, not only 
a t this end of the line, but also that portion 
of it lying between Saltillo and Monterey, 
a t the north, and the extreme southern end 
leading from Manzanillo, on the Pacific 
coast, up through Colima. 
On this Morelia branch, passing through 
the fertile valley of Mexico, the heavy 
grade begins at Kio Hondo, and thence for 
m any miles we are among the foothills, 
crossing stupendous gulches, with moun­ 
tain torrents at the bottom, far above the 
housetops of picturesque villages, obtain­ 
ing views that would drive an artist wild 
with enthusiasm. 
The little ranches of 
the natives are divided by tall hedges of 
“ cantury” plants, cottage roofs are weighted 
with stones, as in the Swiss villages, to 
prevent mountain winds from blowing them 
away, and adjoining all tiie houses peculiar 
towers are seen, about ten feet high—the 
cincolotes, or adobe cribs, for storing corn. 
Now, following the Uio Lerma. and 
crossing the old stage road—which has wit­ 
nessed many a robbery and murder in 
former days, as numerous black crosses 
strewn all along the wayside attest—we 
approach the great cloud-capped volcano, 
known as Nevada de Toluca (now extinct) 
and find ourselves in the Toluca valley, 
where much maguey is cultivated from 
which pulque and mexcal are made. 


T H E C IT Y OK T O L U C A , 
W hich lies just 73 kilometers from the 
national capital (a kilometer is a French 
measurement, in univeral use here, equal 
to .02135 of an American mile), and has a 
population‘of about 12,000, having grown 
rapidly since the opening of the railroad. 
It has four tolerable hotels—as good as any 
to he found in Mexico, which, however are 
all below the average of American third- 
class hostelries—besides several cafas and 
restaurants; a theater, casino, scientific 
e diego, public baths, a paseo or fashionable 
promenade, and several churches well 
worth visiting. In the quaint old plaza— 
where one may sit among roses and palm 
trees under the shadow of the snowy vol­ 
cano—is a tall, white monument, rem ind­ 
ing one of the ancient obelisks of the Nile, 
errected to the memory of the patriot priest! 
Hidalgo. 
It is jiossible to ascend to the top of the 
volcano, and indeed the jau ct is not very 
difficult to one accustomed to mountain 
climbing. 
Though in a land of eternal 
sum mer, it is always winter at the sum mit 
of the 
mountain, and during several 
m onths of 
the 
year 
snow 
extends 
down two-thirds of its sides. Just below 
the timber-line is a ranche located on a 
projecting ridge, where the traveler may 
pass the night. On a clear day the Pacific 
ocean is distinctly visible 100 miles awav ; 
and by the aid of a powerful field-glass arid 
some imagination even the distant Gulf of 
Mexico may be discerned. Baron Alex­ 
ander Von Humboldt, who ascended tiiis 
bight in 1803, states that its highest point, 
called El Pico del Fraile, is extremely dif­ 
ficult of ascent and scarcely ten feel' wide 
at the top. This is whittling off a m ount­ 
ain to an extremely “ fine point " and there 
is no reason on earth for scaling the latter 
peak except for an insane ambition to 
place every obstacle beneath one's feet, 
which sometimes runs awav with the bet­ 
ter judgm ent of travelers. ' 
The volcano is scooped out into a natural 
basin, containing in the midst of its once 
fiery crater two lakes of the purest, coldest 
and most transparent water. .Moored on 
the margin of the largest lake are two or 
three canoes in which adventurous travel­ 
ers have sometimes embarked—hut. none 
have ever crossed the nivsterious water be­ 
cause of a tradition that'it is unfathomable 
and has

Even the most fool-hardy Quixote wou’d 
hesitate to risk being engulfed in a bottom 
less grave in the bowels of a volcano. 
Humboldt s barometer gave the mountain 
a bight of 15,000 feet—not so grand by four 
thousand feet as Popocatipetl. but muy de­ 
te (“very respectable ^ for a country 
liight, as the natives will assure you. Two 
days at least of hard climbing will be re­ 
quired to go from the city of Toluca to tbe 
sum m it of the m ountain and hack again. 
No crevices nor avalanches are to he appre­ 
hended, but the ascent is rendered doubly 
laborious by the softness of tliesnow-fields, 
into which one perpetually sinks ankle 
deep through a sharp, thin crust of ice, and 
the wilderness of jagged rocks below—a 
combination of oligoclasc and hornblende 
(diorite) hurled about in wildst confusion, 
as if Titans had battled here. 
Of course, 
guides, horses, blankets and provisions 
m ust be provided in the town—not forget­ 
ting spiked sandals, a quantity of cloth 
with which to bandage the ankles, a stout 
alpeu-stock. with a long nail driven into 
tiie point, bine veils or goggles to protect 
one's eyes in the snow-ficlds, and a small 
stock of brandy and other simple remedies 
incase of vertigo, hemorrhage or other acci­ 
dents that are liable to assail persons in 
these lofty altitudes. 
Toluca is really the capital of the State of 
Mexico, which embraces an area of nearly 
25,P00 square kilometers, and includes the 
Federal District (like our District of Co­ 
lumbia), which contains tiie national capi­ 
tal. The State is as mountainous as any 
section of Switzerland, being crossed anil 
recrossed by various branches of the Sierra 
Madre, while its crowning glory is the Vale 
of Analmac, the historic hollow in the 
great Cordillera, authentic records of whose 
successive inhabitants date hack nearly fif­ 
teen bundled years. The annual mining 
product of the State of Mexico is valued at 
four hundred and sixty thousand dollars ; 
gold, silver, iron, lead, coal, copper, tin, an­ 
timony. cinnabar, marble and mercury be­ 
ing exported, besides much corn, cheese 
(made from goats' milk), soap, wool, cattle, 
anise, sesant seed and castor beans. There 
are several cotton and woolen factories in 
the State, three gas works, salt works, to­ 
bacco factories, two glass works, tweutv- 
four distilleries, iron foundries, breweries, 
thirty-four sugar mills, fifty-seven Hour 
mills, and a num ber of mills for making 
oil from castor beans. The State supports 
1.028 primary schools, besides various in­ 
stitutions 
of 
higher 
learning, 
and 
though ia the midst of most prim i­ 
tive 
picturesqucness. 
we 
are 
bv 
no means beyond the 
pale of civil­ 
ization. 
One 
loves to 
linger in the 
quaint old city, which is charming with 
her rock-freighted roofs, multitude of lit­ 
tle towers, lakes and volcano—all bathed 
in sunshine, not a cloud in the sky, nor 
vapor from the lakes, nor shadow on the 
mountains, flooded with the light of end­ 
less sum m er and fragrant with the breath 
of perennial flowers. In strong contrast to 
the glittering city are the dark, pine-cov­ 
ered crags, behind which lies the Desierto, 
which wo will visit anon. 


A M E X IC A N P IC N IC 
W as gotten up tor our entertainment, 
which included a jaunt into the dark forest 
an d a feast al fresco of white fish from the 
Rio I Anna. which, by the way, are the 
only fish we have found in Mexico which , 
have not that strong taste of mud peculiar j 
to the lagunas. Mounted upon burros (the j 
dim inutive Mexican donkeys) a gay party •

out 
at sun­ 
rise from Toluca toward the mountains 
of San Miguel de Tutncuitlalpieo. Exten­ 
sive plains covered with rich crops environ 
the city for several miles on every side; 
then, going southward, we plod through a 
wild country covered with lava and vol­ 
canic rocks, until the forest is reached. 
Not many years ago, when the stage-coach 
made regular trips over this road, it was 
considered one of the most dangerous in 
Mexico, being infested by brigands, who 
have a predilection for these wild solitudes. 
Hundreds of crosses outline the trail, and 
upon a tall trunk is a Mack object quite in 
keeping with the wild scene—the skull of 
the once-noted robber, Maldonado, whose 
head was nailed to a tree beneatli which he 
committed a peculiarly atrocious murder, 
and which still gives warning to his com­ 
rades and encouragement to travelers. 
In a woody defile is a small, clear space 
called Las Cruces (the crosses), where a 
hundred crosses point out the site of a 
famous battle between the curate, Hidalgo, 
andjthe Spanish General Truxillo. In the 
midst of hills crowned with noble pines,, 
beautiful pasture fields dotted with clumps 
of trees, which look as if disposed for effect 
in an English park—firs, cc-dars, oaks and 
graceful elms—is the village of Lerma. 
washed by the river of the same name. 
For a hundred years Lerma has been fa­ 
mous for the manufacture of spurs, some 
of the finest of those clumsy but expensive 
silver-mounted affairs, which are the pride 
of Mexican equestrians, being made here. 
The village lies at the entrance of the val­ 
ley of Toluca, in a marshy country, sur­ 
rounded by dreary plains dotted with pools 
of pellucid water and swamps fovered with 
water-fowl. 
We encamped upon the river banks, and, 
like the daughters of Jerusalem, hung our 
belongings upon the willows, while all 
hands engaged in pisiculture, ami in the 
course of an hour had secured enough 
white fish, bagre and bass, with an eel or 
two. and a few of the web-footed, feather­ 
headed water lizzards, called axolotls {Sire- 
don piscifonne), to feed an army. 
After­ 
ward we visited the near-by Hacienda de 
San Nicolas—now the property of a wealthy 
Spaniard, Don Ruperto Benigno-Volante. 
Once this exceedingly valuable estate was 
one of the richest in the country, owned 
by the Carmelite monks. Outside of its 
small garden not a tree is to he seen in the 
whole vast hacienda—nothing but level 
fields of corn and maguey. All the labor­ 
ers here are Ottomie Indians— 


A P O O K B U T D E G R A D E D T R IB E . 
Though most of us were strangers to the 
hacinda folk, our coming was hailed with 
rejoicing. Upon no account were we al­ 
lowed to depart that night, and indeed it 
was not without difficulty that wc got away 
three days later. 
Guests fresh from the 
outer world are not of frequent appearance 
in these lonesome rural communities, and 
the advent of a jolly party, whether friends 
or strangers, is hailed as a boon direct from 
heaven. Everything that the most gener­ 
ous hospitality could conceive was done for 
our entertainm ent; dances, tableaux and 
musicales were gotten up, and not onlv was 
the “fattest c a lf literally sacrificed totheoc- 
casion, but the torro of the estate, aflorded 
in that crowning act of hospitality, an im ­ 
prom ptu bull-light. 
The Volante family 
have traveled much in Europe (per force, 
as Señor Kuperte was a political exile), and 
are among the proudest and richest in 
Mexico. The immediate family resident at 
the hacinda numbers about forty persons, 
including many distant cousins and rela­ 
tives by marriage—due chiefly to 
the 
prevalence of an old Spanish custom which 
virtually obliges a gentleman to 


H C S B A N D A L L H IS W I F E ’S R E L A T IO N S , 
As well as his own ; to shield them and 
their offspring from contact with tiie world, 
and to provide for them it left in destitute 
circumstances. This sort of knightly cour­ 
tesy makes matrimony a serious matter, 
and perhaps accounts for the multitude of 
eligible 
bachelors with which 
Mexico 
abounds; hut, badinage apart, it is a beau­ 
tiful custom and a strong proof of the in­ 
nate courtesy of the race. When a Mexi­ 
can lady is widowed, a family council is 
held, her male relatives and those of her 
husband charging themselves with the 
education of her sons and the care of her­ 
self and daughters, quite as a m atter of 
course. Though the widow and hergrown- 
up daughters may be poor, but accom­ 
plished, nobody dreams of the possibility 
of their doing anything toward supporting 
themselves, and the aid tendered them is 
calmly accepted as an hereditary right, and 
if the widow be wealthy, she m ust still re­ 
side with her kindred. So thoroughly are 
Mexican gentlemen imbued with the idea 
of womanly independence, that none of 
them regard the care of any number of be­ 
reaved families as an unjust burden. 
During our stay at the hacienda the 
grounds were nightly lighted with colored 
lamps, and the great hall—when dancing, 
tableaus, etc., look place—decorated with 
green branches and 
garlands of fresh 
flowers. 
One 
morning 
a magnificent 
breakfast parti- was given, and where the 
hundred guests were collected in that ap­ 
parently empty locality was a mystery, 
fh e repast, consisting of many courses, 
was served in dishes of solid silver, even to 
the plates; and at the bull light on the 
same afternoon, cold m ilk punch was re­ 
peatedly handed around in silver cup3 
lined with gold. In this strange country, 
whose hills are ribbed with precious metals, 
a vast capital has been sunk in diamonds 
and plate—no good sign for the commerce 
of the country, and an unfailing incentive 
to robbery.

Captain Holm recently returned to Copen­ 
hagen after having spent two years aud a 
half in exploring the almost uuknown 
region of the east coast of Greenland. A l­ 
though ten or twelve exjieditions have set 
out for East Greenland in the past two 
centuries, ulmost all of them in search oi 
the lost Norseman, who were supposed to 
have settled there, only one ship ever 
reached the coast. The great ice masses, 
sometimes hundreds of miles wide, that are 
perpetually piled tip against the shore, 
have kept explorers from East Greenland 
long afier -ail the other Arctic lands were 
fairly well known. W ith three assistants 
Captain Holm landed at Cape Farewell, 
and then went north some 400 miles. He 
has returned with large collections repre­ 
senting the flora, fauna, geology and an­ 
thropology oi this hitherto unknown por­ 
tion of the earth's surface. He found in 
those cold and dismal regions, isolated 
from the world, a race of people who had 
never heard or known of the great civilized 
nations of the earth. They seem to lead 
happy Jives, aud live in á communistic 
way in hamlets. They differ entirely in 
language an ' physical characteristics from 
the Esquimaux of West Greenland.—[From 
Demorest s Monthly for Januarv.

MATTERS OF AGRICULTURE A>D 
HORTICULTURE.

A few years' experience in farming on 
the Santa Cruz mountains proves the ne­ 
cessity o f aiiopting another method of 
cultivation than the present. 
The sdttler 
found the north side of the hills the most 
productive. 
The soil was deeper, and at 
the sam e tim e the hills were steeper and 
m ore densely covered with brush or tim ­ 
ber. 
These conditions were owing to the 
shade and retention of moisture, which fa­ 
vored the growth of shrnbbery. which in 
turn retained the soil and prevented it 
from being washed down the hills, while 
the opposite conditions prevailed on the 
south hillsides, exposed to the action of 
the sun’s rays. 
When the brush and roots 
w hich held the soil in place have been re­ 
moved, the soil becomes subject to m ove­ 
m ent by slides, washing and cultivation. 
T his is especially true on the redwood 
lands, where the soil is deep and loamy, 
the soft rock giving away to slight pressure. 
Nearly every farm on the redwood land has 
one or more of these moveable tracts. Near 
Lexington there is one tract nearly a m ile 
long made up of slides. Som e years ago a 
hotel situated on it was crushed to pieces. 
Every \ ear more or less of it changes lo­ 
cations. 
The heavy rains also sweep im ­ 
m ense quantities of the best soil into 
the creeks. 
bos Gatos creek, in every 
rain, 
resembles 
a 
m ining stream 
of 
the Sierra Nevada, carrying down a vast 
quantity of mud which comes from the 
vineyards and orchards above, which are 
furrowed in som e places four or five feet 
deep and irreparably 
injured—in some 
cases ruined. 
In addition to washing ;.nd 
sliding, the present system o f cultivation 
rapidly removes the sojl to the valleys 
below. 
No one plows the soil up h ill; all 
m ove it downwards. 
In a few years there 
w ill be a constantly wideningstrip of serile 
land along the upper side o f each field. 
In 
Europe, where it is deemed incum bent on 
each generation to leave the soil as it was 
found, the soil on mountain sides is always 
terraced, som etimes with rod or sod wall 
and sometimes with soil only, provision 
being made for carrying off the surplus 
water. 
Where the terraces are properly 
constructed there is little water Unit is not 
absorbed by the soil. 
A terrace should be 
nearly on a level, the part near the hill 
being the lowest, to retain the water, the 
vines or trees being in the center of the 
raised par:. so as to admit the plowing of 
the earth both towards and from them. Of 
course cross plowing would be impracti­ 
cable. 
Experience 
will determine the 
proper slope to be given the terrace to pre­ 
vent its breaking or caving down. Our 
German and Trench settlers will probably 
be the first to adopt this style of cultiva­ 
tion.—[San Joso Mercury. 


COOK I SO FOOD FOR DAIRY COWS. 
Som e twenty years ago there was a 
strong m ovement in favor of feeding cooked 
food to stock of all kinds, and particularly 
to dairy cows. The report of the Aari- 
ciilturai Department for 18G5 contained a 
very able article on the subject, from the 
pen of Professor E. \V. Stewart, which had 
a decided influence on the public mind. 
Large numbers of enterprising and pro­ 
gressive farmers perfected arrangements for 
steam ing or otherwise cooking the food for 
their dairy and other stock / The m ove­ 
m ent in favor o f cooking food for stock, 
however has retrograded rather tiian ad­ 
vanced. 
Twenty years have now elapsed 
since the period first mentioned, and less 
f >od is now cooked for farm animals than 
then. 
The practice involves labor, which 
is expensive, to save feed, which is cheap. 
The Farmers’ Club, o f Elmira, N. Y., 
several 
years ago took som e pains to 
gather 
statistics 
from 
several 
dairv 
farms where 
cows were 
fed 
steamed 
hay and gr-iin, the food cooked and fed 
in warm stables. 
A like number of dairy 
farms were visited where the cows were fed 
on uncoole d provender of sim ilar charac­ 
ter—hay and straw. 
From all these farms 
were obtained the records o f m ilk produc­ 
tion and figures approximating accuracy 
relating to amount of hav and grain, hav­ 
ing reference also to value. 
W hen these 
figures were subjected to analysis it was 
found that in every instance a quart of 
m ilk obtained from uncooked i . . j was

spread southward, and the soil became ex­ 
hausted, the pe.st appeared. 
From these 
facts the deductions is necessarily apparent 
that the vineyard curse shows itself iii 
vineyards ot some age, after the constant 
drainage upon the soil had weakened it. 
Again, on the ranch o f Senator lluck is 
one vineyard which has been in bearing 
for years. 
It lies back o f the main valley, 
snug in' in the hill. 
It’s quite isolated iii- 
du-d. 
This vineyard has phylloxera to­ 
day, with the exception of a sm all p:Uch 
of. say, half an acre, which wa- heavily 
manured several years ago. W hile the rest 
o f the vineyard is wrecked the half-acre 
patch continues to bear luxuriantly, though 
surrou;: Jc i oti ill sides by pliylloxeralcti 
vines. 
From this it becomes evident that 
the phylloxera gains a foothold only in ex­ 
hausted vineyard lauds, and that a r.-stora- 
tion to the earth o f the rich elem em s 
drawn from it is the remedy.—[Vacaville 
Judicion. 


A U8EFU I, FI.Y . 
The Flnrid.il Agriculturist speaks of a new 
species or fly ih.it has made its appearance 
in lliat State, which is a deadly enem y of 
the destructive scale bug and cotton insect. 
It is said to be a sort of ichneum on tly . and 
is aided in its good work by a syphns. 
Or­ 
ange trees which were about to die Lave 
oci n so relieved that they are bearing heav­ 
ily. 
The svphus tly is particularly destruc­ 
tive to the cotton bug. 
The Agriculturist 
slates that they can be sent by mail to in­ 
fected di .riels, and there be "bred in sufti- 
cieut numbers to exterminate the pests. 
Probably enough fliesoould be 
, 
sons whose orchards are troubled with ver­ 
m in. says an exchange, to pay for cost of 
raising and become a remunerative indus­ 
try. 
If they can only be tamed and taught 
to confine (heir good work to the orchard 
av - loci. • trees of their owners, nothing 
more w-.li be needed, and we shall have a 
better solution of the cotton bug problem 
than to cut down all the trees in the county 
for tear they may be killed by bugs. 


SCALE PEST ON APPLES. 
On \\ ednesday two apple peddlers came 
up from Santa Ana, each with a wagon 
load o f choice apples to sell to the River­ 
side people to assist them in m aking their 
winter stock of minee pies. 
A ladv down 
in Arlington examined the apples and be­ 
came convinced that they were infected 
w ith the scale. 
She sent word to the office 
o f the Press and Horticulturist to have the 
quarantine guardian lookout for the pest?. 
T he two loads finally arrived in town, when 
an exam ination of the fruit showed the 
presence of the San Jose scale. 
-Mr. Love, 
o f the Blue Front, for whom the apples 
were m ostly intended, declined to buv. and 
thus become a party to the spread of the 
insect pest. 
A large number of our lead­ 
ing citizens gathered around and insisted 
that the apples should not be sold in San 
Bernardino county. 
The owners promised 
to sell no fruit in the county. 
W hen they 
left Riverside they signified their intention 
o f taking their friiit to Sm ith's mountain 
in San Diego county, but as this is an ap­ 
ple section, with few settlers, it seems im ­ 
probable that they should do so.—[River­ 
side Press. 


TH E W H rrE SCALE FIG H T. 
George Rice, one of the Los Angeles 


County Horticultural O m m issioners, has 
been interviewed by an Express reporter on 
the progress being made in the extermina­ 
tion of the cottony cushion scale. H e sa y s: 
“ 1 don’t think the white scale will ever be 
fully exterminated. 
Here in Los Angeles, 
Pasadena or San Gabriel, or wherever the 
white scale exists, the fruit-grower must 
hereafter be provided with his spraying 
outfit, the same as with his plowing outfit 
or anything else with wtiich he wishes to 
carry on his business. 
It will require an 
eternal tight to keep down the white scale. 
One reason for this is that while the thrifty 
and careful orchardist will have clean trees, 
the improvident, which, like the poor, we 
have always with us, will nourish the bugs. 
W e have seen demonstrated from our ex­ 
perience that the white scale travel about a 
m ile in five minutes. 
Birds carry them, 
and they go in difierent ways. So long as 
there is one such nest there will be bugs.” 


FOOTHILL ORANGES. 
A wagon-load of oranges from the E x­ 
celsior Water and Mining Company’s Bo­ 
nanza ranch, situated two m iles below 
Smartsville, were brought to town yester­ 
day, among them being a box o f the fruit 
sent to the Transcrij t by Mr. Stewart, Secre­ 
tary of the company. They were brought 
up by 11. I!. Jones, an experienced grower 
oi citrus fruits, who is shortly to be made 
foreman of the ranch, W . L. Fontaine, at 
present in charge, being about to remove 
to another part o f the State. Finer oranges 
were never raisetl anywhere. 
They are of 
large 
size, 
entirely 
free 
from 
scale, 
bright in color, sweet, and of delicious 
flavor. 
The qrcliard is four or five years 
oid, and this year's crop am ounting to 
about 00,000, is the first gathered. 
It is 
now clearly demonstrated that the foothill 
country lying a few m iles below there can 
compete successfully with southern Cali­ 
fornia in the matter of orange-growing, 
and we are proud of the fact.—[Nevada 
Transcript, December 31st. 
Mrs. W. L. Bradley has presented ns witl 
a specimen o f orange grown on a 10 year- 
old tree in their yard, which is rather a 
better flavored orange than those u-.uallv 
grown in this vicinity. 
The tree i- from 5» 
seed planted by Mr! Bradley. 
Last year 
the tree bore a single orange, but the pres­ 
ent year it produced quite a number. 
Mr. 
Bradley will send specimens to the citrus 
fair at Sacramento on the 11th instant. 
There are quite a number of bearing trees 
i n t ’hico, and another year w ill witness 
still more, as the trees are just now coming 
into bearing. 
C. W. Harris, near Forest 
Ranch, at an altitude of 
about 2,000 
feet, 
has 
produced 
som e 
excellent 
oranges. 
They are said to be of a better 
flavor than those grown in the 
valley. 
Mr. Harris was in town with a load this 
morning, peddling them out to our dealers 
and families. 
H e will send a goodly sam ­ 
ple to the citrus fair at Sacram ento.' They 
arc real beauties.—[Chico Butte Record. '

BLACK RECRIES IN W INTER. 
Last Saturday the Pejitiblieaa received 
from O. P. Baxter som e specimens of ripe 
blackberries and a cluster of ripe, second- 
growth apples, both grown on his ranch 
near Applegate station. 
The blackberries 
arc of the Early Crandall variety, the same 
as are grown by O. \V . Hollenbeck in A u­ 
burn. and were described som e time ago in 
this paper as the Texas variety. 
This 
variety is known by both names, having 
been first propagated by the late Dr. Cran­ 
dall from a root brought from Texas by a 
friend a good m any years ago. 
They áre 
large, and bear for a longer time during 
the year than any other kind. 
Mr. Baxtei 
says he has gathered them from his bushes 
in January. Applegate’s is several hundred 
fret higher than Auburn, and these speci­ 
mens of fruit, at this tim e o f the year, arc 
remarkable, as showing wliat can be done 
so far up in the foothills.—[Auburn Repub­ 
lican, December 23. 1885.

The Los Angeles Times says that a band 
of siieep have been feeding in the old Bris- 
walter orange orchard, which is full of the 
cottony cushion scale, and that the wool of 
the sheep is full of the same insect, and 
that the sheep are to be driven down to 
Santa Ana. That kind o f work should be 
stopped, surely. 
A letter from Ellw ood Cooper, of Santa 
Barbara, to the Los Angeles 
limes says 
“ that the cottony cushion scale has in­ 
fested the greasewood and sane under­ 
growth in the m ountains thereabouts. 
A 
patch of chaparral 100 yards wide and a 
quarter of a m ile long was literally alive 
with the pestiferous ins i ts until a m oun­ 
tain fire swept them out o f existence.” 
What further hold the scale may have on 
the m ountains Mr. Cooper cannot state. 
Some of the orchards about Santa Barbara 
are infested, hut the owners are fighting 
hard to keep down the scale.

As it was, the tendons and 
flesh o f the leg were horribly torn and 
lacerated by the infuriated brute. 
He bled 
freely, and was brought to this city as soon 
s p i'-ible for surgical attendance and Dr. 
Zangerie summoned. 
The 
unfortunate 
nan is so severely injured that lie w ill 
d >ubtlcs3 be rendered a cripple for life. The 
hog was placed in a pen as soon as pos- 
s ble, and in due tim e will be properly cured 
or salted down. 


C hinese Cunning.—The Placerville Dem­ 
ocrat sa y s: 
W e have it on good authority that the 
Chinese buyers of gold dust, up in China­ 
town, give from fifty to seventy-five cents 
more per ounce than is given by our white 
dealers on Main street for the sam e quality * 
of dust, the Chinaman being satisfied with ! 
a smaller margin for profit than the white i 
men consider a fair compensation for their 
trouble and risk. Cut strange to say, while 
the Spaniards and some white men take 
advantage o f these facts and sell nearly all 
of their dust in Chinatown, a vast majority 
of the Chinese miners sell the bulk of theirs 
to the white dealers. 
They w ill sell about 
one ounce of every six they have to dispose 
o f up in Chinatown, and the remainder to 
Alderson or Mierson, on Main street. The 
explanation of this queer proceeding af­ 
fords evidence o f the system of subjection 
which prevails among these people. 
The 
ten, fifteen, or twenty dollars' worth sold 
to the Chinese dealers is intended to indi­ 
cate the total proceeds of the miner’s toil, 
while the eighty, ninety, or one hundred 
dollars’ worth is sold to the white dealers 
at a lower price that it may escape the 
espionage o f their superiors and an ac­ 
counting on the basis of their actual earn­ 
ings. 
Evidently they are 
slaves, and . 
have to give a portion o f their earnings ! 
to their masters, whom this method o f 
disposing of their gold dust is intend* i to 
defraud. —

ANOTHER SPIRITED DISCISSION 
HELD YESTERDAT. 


L e g a l Opinions as to Liability of 
Stockholders in the California 
Fru it Union, Etc. 


T he adjourned m eeting of fruit-growers 
w as held at G rangers’ H all in this city yes­ 
terday. to further consider the am endm ents 
to the by-laws of th e California F ru it 
U nion, proposed at the m eeting of last 
Saturday. 
IJr. W . A. H ughson presided, 
and W . L. W illis acted as Secretary. 
T he 
proposed am endm ents an d revision of by­ 
law s were taken up and discussed. 
D uring 
th e rem arks, R. D. Stephens stated, as 
show ing th e risk to stockholders under the 
plan of th e U nion purchasing and sh ip ­ 
ping the fruit, th at the obligations of the 
U nion would thus am ount to from $220,000 
to $500,000 per m onth during th e busy 
shipping season, and th a t in case o f loss 
eacli stockholder w ould be liable to such 
portion of th e debts and liabilities as the 
am ount of stock held bears to th e whole 
am ount of the capital stock subscribed. 
H e show ed the actual cost of fifteen car­ 
loads shipped last year and purchased at 
different tim es during th e season, to have 
been $10,095. 
T his fact he said would 
serve as a basis from w hich a fair estim ate 
of the am ount of business m ight be placed 
w ithin the pow er o f th e corporation to 
transact. 
H is estim ate was as follow s: 
Fifteen carloads co st.................................. 
510,095 
Freight, 5300 a car....................................... 
4.500 


Total cost of train ....................................................... 
514,595 
Fifteen trains per m onth.......................... 
218,92) 
A nd for five m onths in the season would 
m ake a total o f..................................... 1,094,625 
This, said the speaker, it m ust be rem em ­ 
bered, is a m inim um estim ate, since it is 
claim ed and believed th a t not to exceed 
one-half of the m arketable fruit was last 
season disposed of, and th at w hich was 
sold, by reason of a lack of dem and, was 
sold at ruinous prices. 
If then, only about 
one-half was sold, the transactions per 
m onth would reach nearly h alf a m illion 
dollars, or say, upw ards of tw o m illion 
dollars for th e season. 
These form idable figures eaused con­ 
siderable surprise as to th e extent of busi­ 
ness and values proposed by the U nion to 
be intrusted to th e Board of Directors, or, 
m ore properly, in the hands of the m ana­ 
ger ; anil after som e fu rth er consideration 
o f the m atter, in w hich J. H . R utter and 
other prom inent growers took part, it was 
ordered by unanim ous vote of the assem ­ 
blage, that a com m ittee be appointed to 
tak e counsel w ith attorneys as to the ex­ 
ten t of stockholders' liability u n d er the 
blate law s of incorporation, and to report 
to an afternoon session of the Convention. 
T he C hair appointed as th e com m ittee R. 
D. Stephens, Jos. R outier, J. H . R utter and 
Mr. P la te ; and, on m otion of Mr. Stephens, 
the President was added. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session th e com m ittee 
appointed to take legal advice presented the 
following w ritten opinions o f A. P. Catlin 
and Judge A rm strong upon th e liability of 
stockholders: 


OPINION OF HON. A. P. CATLIN. 
S acramento. Jan u a ry 8, 18St). 
72. I). Stephens and others : 
W ith respect 
to the liability of stockholders, the law of 
this State is th at each ow ner of stock in a 
corporation organized under the laws of 
this State is liable for his proportion of the 
debts of the corporation incurred during 
th e tim e th at he holds the stock as ow ner 
thereof. 
T his portion, or proportion, for w hich 
he is liable is defined by the statute to be 
such portion of the debts and liabilities as 
th e am ount of stock so ow ned bears to tiie 
full am ount of subscribed capital stock, 
and for a like proportion only of each debt 
o r claim against the corporation. 
F or ex­ 
am ple, suppose the capital stock provided 
for by the articles of incorporation is the 
sum of $100,000, and suppose $50,000 of it is 
taken or subscribed ; and suppose further 
that A has subscribed for $5,000 of the 
stock, or has by purchase become the 
ow ner o f th at 
am ount o f sto ck ; 
and 
suppose 
further 
th at 
he 
was 
the 
ow ner of such stock for the period of six 
m onths. T hen he would be liable for the 
one-tenth part of each and every debt in­ 
curred by the corporation 
during said 
period of six m onths. 
H e is n ot liable for any debt incurred 
before he subscribed, or became o w n e r; 
nor is he liable for any debt w hich m ay be 
incurred after he ceases to be the owner. 
2. T he other question propounded, to wit, 
In w hat way can a stockholder in the cor­ 
poration know n as th e “ California F ru it 
U nion ” cease to be a stockholder therein? 
is not so easily answ ered. 
T he difficulty 
arises from the qualifications o f a stock­ 
holder in th at corporation, prescribed by 
Section 5 of the by-law s proposed to b e 
sdopiéd, and fur th e purposes of this in ­ 
assum ed to be adopted as the by-laws 
of th e corporation. 
T he effect of this by-law D to m ake 
th e stock exem pt from the claim s of 
creditors 
of the 
ow ner of 
the stock. 
It places a restriction upon the ow ner 
w holly inconsistent w ith th e ordinary laws 
o f trade. 
H e cannot sell his stock, how ­ 
ever m uch his needs m ay require it. unless 
he can find such a purchaser as this by-law 
requires, and this requirem ent practically 
am ounts to a prohibition. 
Section 301 o f the Civil Code, a p art of 
th e law under w hich this corporation is in­ 
corporated, provides “ th at every corpora­ 
tion formed under this title m ust, w ithin 
one m onth after filing articles of incorpor­ 
ation, adopt a code of by-laws for its gov­ 
ernm ent not inconsistent with the law s of 
th is State.” 
1 think these restrictions upon th e right 
of th e stockholder to alienate his stock 
m ust be inoperative. 
In other words, I do 
not think the corporation can m ake such 
by-law legal and binding. 
Yet, practically, it will prove a great em ­ 
barrassm ent. because th e Secretary is for­ 
bidden to transfer stock on the books of 
th e com pany unless to a person qualified 
as prescribed in Section 5. 
I conclude that an ow ner of stock in this 
corporation m ay cease to be such ow ner by 
a bona fide sale of bis stock. 
I am sensi­ 
ble, at th e sam e tim e, th at it is a question 
upon w hich differences of opinion m ay ex­ 
ist, and th at it is a question w hich requires 
m ore tim e to exam ine th an has been given 
m e.

OPINION OF Jl'DH K J . W. ARMSTRONG. 


S a c r a m en to, January 8, 1886. 
Hons. 72. I). Stephens, Joseph Itoutier and 
Others: T he tim e given m e to answ er the 
questions propounded, as to the liability of 
stockholders in corporations, is too short to 
enable mb to give an opinion satisfactory 
to m y self: but, in answ er to the question 
as to the liability of stockholders in pri­ 
vate business corporations, it m ay be ob­ 
served that the liability of such stock­ 
holders is of a twofold c h aracter: First—As 
to the liability of a stockholder who be­ 
com es a stockholder by purchase of stock, 
either from another stockholder or the cor­ 
poration. at a price ¡mid therefore. Sec­ 
ond—A stockholder who becomes such by 
subscription to the capital o f the corpora­ 
tion as a prom oter of the corporation. 
T he liability of a stockholder w ho be­ 
com es such by purchase is a liability for 
all assessm ents m ade upon the stock while 
he is the holder, and he is individually 
and personally liable for such proportion 
o f all the debts an d liabilities contracted 
or incurred by the corporation w hile or 
during the tim e he was a stockholder as 
th e am ount of stock or shures held by him 
bears to the whole of the subscribed capital 
stock o f the corporation. 
If A ow ns stock 
to th e am ount of $1.000, and th e capital 
stock was $250.000, and the debts incurred 
$1.000,000, th e liability o f A would be as 
$1.000 is to $250,000, so w ould $1,000,000 
(debts) be to the am ount of A’s liability. 
Second—T he liability o f a subscriber to 
th e capital stock w ho has received his stock 
is the sam e as the liability of a stockholder 
w ho becam e such by purchase: but the 
liability of th e subscriber to th e capital 
stock 'goes 
further. 
Even 
though he 
sells 
his stock, he 
is 
liable 
to the 
corporation 
for th e entire am ount 
of 
bis subscription; 
and an action m ay be 
brought by the corporation as upon a 
prom issory note or other contract to re­ 
cover the subscription o r am ount thereof. 


H e is not liable to tlie creditors of the cor­ 
poration to any greater or less extent th an 
other stockholders, b u t is liable to th e cor­ 
poration on his contract of subscription. 
As a stockholder by purchase or other­ 
wise a person m ay avoid future liability by 
a transfer of his stock by consent of the 
corporation, but he can be released by the 
corporation from bis subscription in the 
sam e m anner as a release from liability 
upon other contracts, and not otherw ise. 
J o h n W . A rmstrong. 
J. H . R utter m oved to am end the by­ 
laws so as to restrict the U nion from p u r­ 
chasing fruit, preparing it for shipm ent to 
consum ption m arkets, and selling it on ac­ 
count of th e U nion.

In sect P ests on th e C osum ncs. 
The follow ing letter was received a few 
days since concerning som e early-hatching 
insects found in th e vicinity o f the Cos- 
um nes riv e r: 
Eds. R eoord-U nion : I send you here­ 
w ith som e specim ens of insects w hich I be­ 
lieve to be grasshoppers; also, som e things 
th at I thought m ight be eggs. 
If you can 
give us any light on th e subject you will 
confer a favor on a large num ber of your 
subscribers. 
I send to you instead of go­ 
ing to Mr. Cooke, as you can give us all the 
benefit of the investigation, arid it is a m at­ 
ter of vast im portance to us to know w hat 
we have am ong us. 
The specim ens I send 
you are as num erous as the seashore sands 
in all this part of the county. 
W e should 
like (if you find them to be hoppers) to 
have you send som e one well versed in 
the science here to investigate th e m atter, 
as it concerns all, and m ight change the 
crop of m any farm ers. 
J. M. B elc h er. 
T he specim ens spoken of were taken to 
Mr. Cooke, and he was found still confined 
to his room . 
In reply to the inquiries 
m ade by the R ecord-U nion representative 
lie stated th at the sm all specim ens were in­ 
sects’ eggs, and being in a pod, were prob­ 
ably those of som e species of grasshopper, 
although they are m ore globular th an lo­ 
custs’ eggs, w hich are elliptical in form . 
The insects thought to be young grass­ 
hoppers are popularly kuow n as field fleas, 
garden ileas, snow fleas. etc. 
Som e n a tu ­ 
ralists have classified them in th e order 
Thysanurx, m eaning fringe - tailed. ’ Dr. 
I’ackard places them in this order in recent 
editions of his ‘‘Guide to the Study of In ­ 
sects.” 
T he fringe-tails are wingless, and 
undergo no transform ation. T he specim ens 
sent by Mr. IJeleher represent three species, 
and m easure from one-fortieth to one-tenth 
of an inch in length. 
T he antenna; are 
four to six-jointed. 
The body is round, not 
flattened, and in som e specim ens the anal 
stylets are fre e ; in others they are united, 
and bent below the body. 
T he podurida: 
are the typical thysanura, and are popu­ 
larly know n as spring-tails; by using the 
anal stylets as a spring they can ju m p a 
prodigious bight for so sm all an anim al." 
T hey pass the w inter in the perfect state 
in m anure heaps, and under the debris of 
leav es.in vineyards and orchards. 
They 
feed upon young grain an d vegetables. 
As 
to the extent of the injury they do, there is 
a difference of opinion. It is generally sup­ 
posed th at they feed upon m atters oozing 
from th e w ounds, m ade on leaves by other 
insects, although som etim es they are very 
destructive to tu rn ip s and other green crops 
w hen in the seed leaf. 
M r. Cooke th in k s 
there is not m uch to be feared from the pres­ 
ent invasion, and says they are full-grown at 
present. 
So tbev need not be m istaken for 
locusts.

A rriv al o f th e City o f R io de Ja n e iro 
from th e O rient. 
T he Pacific M ail Steam ship Com pany’s 
steam er City of Rio de Janeiro arrived at 
San F rancisc) T hursday evening, nearly two 
days overdue, w ith ireight and passengers, 
bringing H ongkong dates to Decem ber 9th, 
and 'Yokoham a dates to D ecem ber 19th. 


CHINA. 
The announcem ent th at Sir Jo h n W als- 
h im has been appointed B ritish M inister at 
Peking has given genera! satisfaction. 
It 
is generally desired th a t the new M inister 
will hasten to his post as m uch as possible, 
as B ritish interests suffer at Peking in the 
absence o f a full M inister m ore than they 
would, perhaps, at any oiher capital in the 
world. 
News received in Tientsin state th at the 
Chinese m em bers of the Com m ission ap­ 
pointed to settle the Tonquin-K w angsi 
boundary have been kept w aiting at the 
appointed spot for som e lim e by tlie French 
Com missioners. 
Itis stated th at the P eninsular and O riental 
Com pany intend to open a branch line of 
steam ers to run betw een Shanghai and 
Y okoham a. 
T he trade is at present in the 
hands o f a Japanese com pany. 
C hina's influence at Corea at present is 
said to be predom inant. 
It has been stated th at the Chinese lekin 
collector at Shanghai lost about 30,000 taels 
in one m onth by foreigners passing opium 
throuflli th e Chinese Custom -house, and 
afterw ard evading paym ent of the lekin 
tax. 
W e hear th at several of th e leading m en 
in the G reyhound piracy, w ho fell into the 
hands of the Canton authorities, have suf­ 
fered decapitation. 
Two 
of the ju n k s 
w hich took part in th e piracy have been 
captured by th e revenue cruiser Chenton, 
Captain Stew art. 
T he crews, how ever, o f 
these craft do not appear to have taken any 
active part in th e affair, but were forced by 
the pirates to lend th eir vessels for the p u r­ 
pose. 
T he day before the arrival at H ongkong 
of the I’. and O. C om pany’s steam er Mirza- 
p >re, a Lascar w ho had been painting the 
ship's side thoughtlessly stood on one of 
th e open cabin ports. 
T he chain support­ 
ing the port broke and he was throw n into 
th e w ater. 
A life buoy was throw n to him , 
th e steam er stopped, and a boat lowered. 
T his boat was sw am ped, anil though an­ 
other was launched im m ediately, before it 
coulil reach the buoy, w hich the Lascar 
had been seen to get hold of, he had disap­ 
peared. Two enorm ous sharks were seen 
near, and it seem s very probable th at he 
was devoured by them . 
COREA. 
N othing further has been heard of the 
m ueh-talked-of advent o f K im U k-K yun 
and his arm y, and. it is hoped th at the" ru ­ 
m or whs utterly w ithout foundation. 
Yet 
Seoul is in a very unsettled condition, and 
the m urm ors of seditious factions have 
been all too audible of late. 
We need here 
a firm hand to rule and a wise head to keep 
the country out of trouble. 
On the 7th inst. thieves broke into the 
palace, and actually were cutting a hole in 
th e plastered wall of his M ajesty's bed­ 
cham ber w hen they were caught. 
T his 
little incident show s how very few precau­ 
tions are taken to insure the personal 
safety of the K ing and his household. 
A 
few determ ined m en could m ake quick 
work of the whole garrison. 
Two days 
later—that is, on tiic 9th—q uite a dem on­ 
stration was m ade in the streets a n d 'su b ­ 
urbs ot Seoul. 
Crowds of people m arched 
through ilie principal thoroughfares sh o u t­ 
ing “ h e n ran !” (rebellion) and the w hole 
city is greatly excited. 
All this is as­ 
cribed to th e advent and presence of the 
Dai In-K un, who is cordially hated in 
consequence. 
T he R ussian Em bassador lias not yet 
arrived, but is expected very soon. 
T he 
A m erican representative will shortly return 
to the U nited Stales. 
I know not lor w hat 
reason. 
JAPAN. 
_ A lighthouse is to be erected at K urosaki, 
Tam ba, at an early date. 
T he Japanese Legation at Seoul has just 
been com pleted at a cost of 20,000 yen. 
Considerable changes in the principle 
of G overnm ent in Jap an are said to be im ­ 
m inent. 
The Fifteenth N ational B ank is m aking 
preparations to establish a branch office at 
H onolulu. 
A bill has been introduced in tlie H iogo 
K en Assem bly lor th e construction ot a 
railw ay between Kobe and H im eji. 
T he naval authorities propose to con­ 
struct three m en-af-w ar at the dock-yards 
at Y'okosuka and O noham a in the course 
of next year.
